RELIEF AND RESCUE. 


‘Two great events connected with 
j the present unparalleled state of affairs 
ia China have been accomplished -— 
the relief of Tientsin and the rescue of 
Admiral Seymour. ‘Tientsin has all 
the appearance of a besieged town. 
Provisions are searce, buildings ruined, 
the improvised hospitals are fall of 
sick and wounded, and there are no 
native servants. Sniping is constantly 
going on. 
THE FIGHTING. 

‘The bombardment lasted six days, 
from June 17th to 23rd. The reliev- 
ing force of 300 British and 1,700 
Russians fought their way from’ the 
point at which the railway was inter- 
rupted. ‘Three miles from Tientsin 
they met the American relief force 
which had started, 300 strong, three 
days previously. They were in the 
direst straits, but now, uniting the 
' forces, the combined troops succeeded 
in reaching ‘Tientsiu. ‘The Chinese 
| attacking forces uumbered 12,000, of

| Mausers and artillery. ‘This artillery 
\ywas posted at a fort in the native

the bombardment the “Empress 
Dowager,” and three smaller guns. 
‘The “Brapress Dowager” fired abou,

ADMIRAL SEYMOUR RETURNS. 

Directly Tientsin was relieved pre- 
parations were made to aid Admiral 
Seymour. On the morning of the 
25th June 1,000 mixed troops, under 
a Russian colonel, marched to Hsilcu, 
ten miles north of Tientsin, where 
Admiral Seymour occupied the Arsenal. 
‘This Arsenal was at once destroyed. 
It was found to contain millions of 
cartridges, thousands of arms, and 
even surgical bandages. Next morn- 
ing (26th) Admiral Seymour entered 
‘Tientsin again. He had lost 60 killed. 
‘The number of wounded was 210, who 
were suffering greatly. ‘They had to 
be carried on improvised stretchers, 
made of rifles and sticks. Altogether 
there are 500 wounded in the 
hospitals of ‘fientsin now. The 
Queen’s Jubilee Hospital, being in au 
exposed position in the Extra Conces- 
sion, is useless. 

PEIYANG ARSENAL TAKEN. 

Yesterday it was decided to take 
the important Peiyang Arsenal, three 
miles from ‘Tientsiv. A force of Eng- 
lish, Russians, French, Italians, and 
Germans, to the number of about 
8,000, were concerned in the attack, 
which lasted five hours. ‘The 
magazine was finally destroyed. The 
Chinese are now unable to obtain 
ammunition, except from Nanking, 
Shanghai, and Foochow. In this ac- 
tion about 70 were wounded, and 
twelve killed, principally Russians.

A MESSAGE FROM 
PEKING. 


News of the utmost importance 
came to-day with the arrival of a 
native courier from Peking. He 
bore the following letter, addressed 
to the officer commanding any Euro- 
pean troops :— 

“Besieged in British Legation. 
Situation desperate. Make haste. 
Sunday, 4 p.m. 

“R. Hart.” 

The last two words are doubly 
underlined and are fullowed by notes 
of exclamation, and the two preced- 
ing words underlined once. When 
questioned by Captain Wingate, the 
ntelligence Officer, the courier said 
the message referred to last Sunday 
(24th June). 

THE GERMAN MINISTER'S DEATH. 

He went on to say that five or six 
days before his departure the German 
Minister and the German Interpreter, 
as they were proceeding to the 
Tsungli Yamén, were attacked by 
Chinese soldiers. The Minister 
received four wounds, but managed 
to reach the Yamén. There he was 
subsequently found dead by the 
German troops sent to the rescue. 
The Interpreter was wounded. 

IN THE BRITISH LEGATION. 

All the civilians were inside the 
British Legation, the women and 
children being unhurt. Provisions, 
however, were scarce, and ammuni- 
tion extremely so. One British 
officer and six men were wounded, 
and five soldiers killed, while the 


Italians, Dutch, French, and Russians 
lost one man killed of each national- 
ity, and several wounded. 

THE GATES OF THE CITY. 

Only the English, French and 
German Legations were unburnt. 
Nearly all the houses in the Chinese 
city had been destroyed. The inner 
i gate of the Imperial city had been 
‘captured by Boxers. The central 
| gate of the Tartar city was held by 
!Germans, with two guns captured 
ifrom the’ Chinese. The other gate 
was occupied by Chinese, also with 
| guns. 

It was reported that there were 
20,000 troops under Tung Fu-hsiang 
between Peking and Tientsin, also 
10,000 men under Chen Tsé-lin. 

PRINCE CHING FIGHTS. 

The Empress Dowager had fled to 
the Summer Palace, and there was no 
news of the Emperor. Prince Ching, 
with two or three thousand troops, 
was fighting the Boxers, who wished 
to capture him. Strangely enough 
it was reported that his rival, Prince 
Tuan, was helping him. 

NO HELP YET. 

It is impossible at present to send 
assistance to Peking. The garrison 
at Tientsin is too small, and rein- 
forcements are urgently needed. The 
bombardment has been suspended, 
but the position is still insecure, 
considering the number of the enemy 
who are reported as coming from 
other places.

30,000 MEN NEEDED. 

Japanese and French reinforce- 
ments have arrived to-day, and the 
garrison now numbers about 8,000. 
No forward movement is possible 
until at least 30,000 men are avail- 
able, in spite of the desperate straits 
of Peking. Another messenger 
arrived to-day, confirming the pre- 
vious messages. Everyone here is 
chafing at the delay, but it is 
unavoidable. 

A SERIOUS QUESTION, 

Excepting the somewhat heavy 
sniping indulged in by the Chinese 
last night, Tientsin is comparatively 
quiet. It is a serious question 
whether the native city should be 
attacked, and the foreign merchants 
fear that if it is done it will mean 
the ruin of business for many years. 
‘The native merchants are using their 
influence with the Viceroy to avert 
a calamity, but the Viceroy is very 
weak. Another factor is the attitude 
of Yuan Shih-kai, the Governor of 
Shantung. It is reported that he 
has 40,000 troops marching either 
on Tientsin or Peking, but it is be- 
lieved that he is anxious to avoid 
any conflict, and has retired to his 
provincial capital (Chinanfu), 

FOR HIS LIFE. 

The previous report of Prince 

Tuan assisting Prince Ching against 
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the Boxers at Peking was an error. 
Ching is fighting for life against the 
Boxers. 
THE GERMAN EMPEROR'S PRAISE. 

Captain Lans, of the German 
gunboat Iltis, who was wounded at 
the Taku Forts bombardment, has 
received a telegram from the Em- 
peror William of Germany, conferring 
on him an Order of Merit, and saying 
that he was glad to sce the spirit 
of the old ‘Iltis had descended 
to the new. 

UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 

Martial law has been declared in 
Tientsin, and a few _ influential 
Chinese’ arrested, probably for their 
own as well as public safety. ‘There 
is slight sickness among the foreign 
troops. ‘The rainy season threatens 
extraordinary difficulties in the way 
of transport.

By way of endeavouring to stop 
the sniping, which is going on con- 
tinuously, the allies made a recon- 
naissance this morning, in which one 
Indian was killed, and some Japanese 
and Indians wounded. The military 
position here is one of considerable 
difficulty. ‘The troops have to defend 
the Foreign Settlement, and cannot 
act on the offensive by reason of the 
smallness of their numbers. 

16,000 Boxers and troops are re- 
ported outside Tientsin native city, 
though they make no sign. The 
position occasions some ansiety. 

"THE LAZY BOXERS. 

The Chinese soldiers are dis- 
couraged at their losses in the recent 
encounters with foreigners, and com- 
plain that the Boxers are not doing 
their share of the work. 

It is difficult to deal with the 
sniping. The Chinese hide in the 
ruins around the settlement, and are 
supplied with smokeless power. 
‘hey fire at random, rendering the 
streets unsafe. 

MR. C, W. CAMPBELL WOUNDED. 

"To-day Mr. C. W. Campbell, Consul 
at Wuchou, who accompanied Ad- 
miralSeymour’s relief expedition, was 
sniped, and slightly wounded in the 
left foot, the bullet passing through. 

MORE MESSAGES. 

‘A courier arrived to-day with a 
message from Sir Claude Macdonald 
dated four days before the others. 
‘There is no further information. 

Another message to the French 
commandant confirms the murder of 
the German Minister, and adds that 
a French missionary has been killed, 
and two mandarins who were favour- 
able to conciliation assassinated. 

A BOXER! 

Before leaving for the Summer 
Palace the Empress Dowager ordered 
‘Tung Fu-hsiang to protect foreigners. 
He replied that he was a Boxer. 





AN UNRELIABLE RUMOUR. 

There is an unreliable rumour that 
the Russians have succeeded in 
reaching Peking in large force from 
the North. It is difficult to imagine 
how this can be possible. 

JAPANESE COME SLOWLY. 

The Japanese troops are not com- 
ing so numerously as was anticipated. 
Only three thousand have arrived. 
The alleged reason for this is lack of 
funds. They are stated to desire a 
guarantee of reimbursement. 

British reinforcements are urgently 
needed, especially as the naval force 
is being drafted back to the ships. 
Nothing can bedone to aid Peking 
for several weeks.

AN ECHO OF THE FIGHTING. 

HAMS. Alacrity has arrived here 
with twenty wounded direct from 
Taku. ‘They are mostly bullet wounds 
and favourable, and the patients are 
spate to be convalescent in ten 

ays. 

The naval forces have largely re- 
joined their ships, and are Peilaced 
by Japanese troops. 

The situation continues grave. The 
Boxers infatuated by the belief in 
their invulnerability are mown down 
by the allied troops, and yet the 
survivors continue to fight.

“VILLAINY SOMEWHERE 
—WHOSE?” 

A document has been found here 
offering Viceroy Chang Chih-tung 
complete armaments and officers for 
an army corps for £453,000.

The agent of the 
home manufacturers says that arma- 
ments and officers could be landed 
in four months, and would be ona 
war footing in eight months. 

THE ENEMY'S CARRIER PIGEONS. 

‘The alleged cause of the arrest of 
some of the influential Chinese here, 
who have hitherto been regarded as 
friends to reform, is that they have 
been communicating with the enemy 
by means of carrier pigeons, evident- 
ly carefully trained for some time. 

BRITISH CENSORSHIP. 

‘A censorship has been established 
over the messages of British news- 
paper correspondents, but not yet on 
those of others.

THE TROOPS FROM INDIA. 

‘The Nerbudda and Palameotta are | 
due at Hongkong this week with the | 
7th Bengal Infantry. ‘The Itinda, | 
Nuddea, Nairung, and Zibenghla left 
here on 3rd July with a Field Battery | 
and the headquarters staff. TheStora, 
the Umpta, and the Uganda leave 
to-morrow, 6th instant, with a regi- 
ment of Bengal Lancers and the 1st 
Sikhs. On the 11th July the Bombay 
Infantry and Madras Pioneers leave, 
and 4,000 troops are to leave Bombay 
within two weeks. 








THE OREGON AFLOAT. 

A telegram was received at the 
US. Consulate on Friday stating 
that the U.S. battleship Oregon, 
reported “badly ashore,” has been 
successfully floated off.

MUCH FIGHTING AT TIENTSIv. 

During the last two days there has 
been considerable fighting on the out- 
skirts of Tientsin Settlement. Ye-ter~ 
day, the 4th instant, a body of Chinese 
infantry, supported by artillery, made 
simultaneous attacks in the north and 
north-west. A sharp engagement en- 
sued, after which they were repulsed. 

H. M.S. ‘Terrible bas sent up two 
12-pounders, which have greatly 
strengthened the artillery. 

‘The British losses were not great, 
but the casualties among the French 
troops were heavy. Satisfaction is ex- 
pressed at the conduct of the Ist 
Chinese Regiment, who have been 
under fire two or three times,

A telegram dated Chinanfi, 9th 
instant, has been just received stating 
that a messenger, leaving Peking on 
the 5th instant, brought news that the 
two Legations were still intact, and 
that more than one half of the Boxers 
had disappeared or dispersed.

LI PING-HENG IN DIFFICULTIES. 

Li Ping-héng who, after ordering 
the local Militia to be renamed “I- 
yung” or Patriot Soldiers, like the 
Tho Chuan outlaws. left Yangchow 
on the Ist instant for Tsingkiangpu 
to lead some 12,000 troops, (under 
Generals Ch‘tn ‘I's¢-lin and Chang 
Chun-fix,) to Peking, has returned to 
Yangchow again. It is stated that 
Generals Ch'én and Chang's troops, 
who are all Hunanese, refused to go 
north under Li Ping-héug's leader- 
ship, saying that their true chief is 
Viceroy Litt K‘un-yi and no one else. 
Li Ping-héng has therefore returned 
and will, it is stated, take up other 
troops who will obey him. 

A BIT OF GOOD NEWS.

News supplied from a missionary, 
souree comes from Pingtu, Shan- 
tung, that the Southern Baptist 
Mission there was looted by the 
Boxers who held the place, “and 
threatened the native Christians that 
they would proceed to extremities 
unless a ransom of 2,000 strings of 
cash was paid them. 

The missionary in charge escaped 
with his family to Tsingtao, but even 
that place seems not very secure as 
there are not many troops there. 

MUCH MORE HOPEFUL NEWS. 

The following telegram from H.E. 
Yuan Shih-kai, Governor of Shan- 
tung, was received by ELE. Director- 
General Shéng on Saturday, and con- 
firmed by a later one to H.M. Consul- 
General :-— 





“Chinanfu, 7th July. 

“A messenger has just arrived 
having left Peking on 3rd July. He 
states that two Legations are 
still uncaptured. The troops and 
Boxers are much disheartened. The 
former have lost over 2,000 killed, 
and many of the Boxer ring: 
leaders have also been slain. 
They do not now dare to ap- 
roach the Jegations, and the 
joxers say that their mystic powers 
have been broken by the foreigner. 
The messenger further says that if 
the foreigners have sufficient food 
and ammunition, they ought to be 
able to hold out for a long time.” 


‘Tientsin, via Chefoo 7th July. 
NEWS FROM PEKING. 

A. private letter from — Pekin, 
received here on Saturday, the 30th 
ultimo, dated the 24th, says: “We 
are in danger of death. Thirty 
thousand troops are attacking us and 
we have only three days’ food left 
No news of troops: if no relief comes, 
it seems hopeless. ‘Talliew’s store is 
burnt, the hotel bombarded, the 
Stalian, Dutch, American, and part 
of the British Legations burnt.” 

This confirms the despairing mes- 
sage of Sir Robert Hart of the same 
date.

BELATED NEWS FROM CHEFOO.

LARGE JAPANESE FORCE FOR

News reached Shanghai on Satur- 
day, and was shortly confirmed 
officially, of the departure from Japan 
of a force of 25,000 troops for Taku. 
The first, and smaller, body to leave, 
was under General Fukushima, and 
the second under General Yamaguchi. 
The re-imbursement of the expenses 
of these troops is guaranteed by the 
British Government.

CAMPAIGNING IN NORTH 
CHINA. 


6th July. 
‘Tue Western Powers are irrevocably 
committed to a campaign against 
Boxerdom in Northern China. It 
should neither be very long nor ex- 
cessively arduous. We have previous 
experience to draw upon, and previous 
preparation to supplement the action 
of to-day and the needs of to-morrow. 
‘The experience belongs to England 
and France, the preparation to Japan. 
For the fourth time now, Western 
guns have been pitted against the 
Taku forts. The first attack, in 1858, 
was a complete success: the second, 
in 1859, a ghastly failure, three 
British gunboats peng sunk, and 
three hundred men killed and wound- 
ed ashore, to say nothing of losses 
afloat. Next year witnessed the 
third. The forts were taken from 
the rear by one of those unfair tricks 
which, according to native ideas, the 
true soldier should contemn. French 
and British were allies on this oc- 
casion. The fourth and last is too 
recent to need more than reference. 
From a Napoleonic point of view,

In 
is known, however, that dispatches 
have gone from here to more than 
one of the leading London papers, 
asking the English Press to urge on 
the Government the duty of assisting 
Tapan ; and accordingly the “Times” 
asks why the diplomatic assurances 
are withheld which will immediately 
set in motion the Japanese army. 
It is rather difficult to reconcile some 
of the other messages with the state- 
ment that as long ago as the 27th of 
June Russia gave Japan full liberty 
of action : for in that case why shoulil 
Germany hesitate to ask Russia to 
consent to Japan's being entrusted 
with the task of reseuing the for- 
eignersin Peking? Notwithstanding 
this hesitation, we see with very great 
pleasure that Great Britain has been 
able to assure Japan that the prompt 
dispatch by her of a large force to

European Power would object. Ac- 
cording to Japanese reports here, 
some 25,000 men under Generals 
Fukushima and: Yamaguehi are al- 
ready landed, and another army corps 
is ready to follow.

Powers should formally disclaim any 
intention to take more territory Ty 
China, is officially adopted at S 
Petersburg. Reuter tells us that it 
is declared there “that the aim of 
the Powers is not the dismemberment 
of China, but the restoration of tran- 
quillity with durable guarantees.’ 
‘The attitude taken, and boltlly and 
firmly maintained, by the Viceroys 
Liu Knn-yi and Chang—so firmly 
that other Viceroys and Governors 
have been encouraged to join them in 
repudiating the decrees of the rebel 
Emperor Tuan—shows that there are 
men in high position in China who 
can govern their provinces when they 
are freed from the incubus of the 
Manchu Government at Peking. It 
takes some resolution on the part of 
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these men to repudiate the edicts of 
the de facto Emperor as they have 
done. They must have in their 
minds the possibility that he might 
confirm his power, as rebel Emperors 
have done in the past, in which case 
their situation would bea very un- 
pleasant one. They have not the 
same reason that we have for feeling 
certain that the triamph of Prince 
‘Luan will be a very ephemeral one;

From the information before the 
public, the savage aud intriguing 
faction ruling at Peking is composed 
of Manchu Tartars. ‘There does not 
appear to be a prominent or in- 
fluential Chinaman proper allied 

it. The brutality which 
characterises its ascendancy is of the 
‘Tartar hue and colour, and that is a 
act which should not be forgotten on 
the day of final settlement. ‘The 
Viceroys of the Yangtze are 
native Chinese, and are exemplifying 
the natural inclination of the Chr 
nese for peace and trade by their 
refusal to become ies to the 
revolution in the North. ‘They stand 
aloof, and hold their followers aloot ; 
they have given written guarantees 
ert their influence for peace and 
friendship, and at_a time when such 
arantees are the needed proofs of 
goodwill to quiet the excited. And 
when the time comes for final reck- 
oning the future repose of China 
might be secured by restoring it to 
her native sons, and banishing for 
ever every disloyal Manchu Tartar 
official. 

‘The other fact is equally as clear, 
that from some cause the foreign 
Governmonts have been dilatory in 
grasping the situation and meeting 
its requirements. One effort has 
been made to reach Peking and save 
the foreigners within its walls: and 
whatever may be the judgment of 
military critics, the world will ap- 
plaud it as an act of heroism in 
which the chivalrous and humane are 
beautifully blended. ‘The appeal for 
aid which came across the hostile 
plains of Peking was heard by brave 
Admiral Seymour and the gallant 
officers and men who rallied round 
him, and it was answered in a spirit 
that touches the finer feelings which 
ennoble humanity. hey could see 
that the flags of their countries were 
being insulted and their country- 
men assassinated beneath those flags, 
and they did all that human effort 
could do to resent the insult and 
save the marked victims from Tartar 
savagery. Better fail in such a no- 
ble undertaking than succeed in 
doing nothing. 
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It is evident that Western Powers 
were not impressed by the reports of 
their representatives in China. So 
often have those Powers received 
notice of gathering storms, and as 
often have the storms passed over 
without disturbing the Government 
of China in its treaty relations, 
that there seems to be a pre- 
sumptive doubt, in the Foreign 
Offices of the West, of the accuracy 
of all reports representing China as 
seriously disturbed. ‘The idea is not 
to be entertained that Western 
Powers would not. promptly respond 
to the needs of their nationals, and 
why the response has not been more 
prompt in the present emergency 
can only be accounted for upon the 
grounds of the presumptive doubt. 

The last mails from the West con- 
firm the above view, for some of the 
most influential newspapers regard 
the reports of the crisis in China as 
exaggerated, and predict that it 
would soon pass over; and it is to the 
difficulty of making an impression 
upon the Foreign Offices of Western 
nations that the present dilatory 
action of those nations may be as- 
eribed. Nearly a month has passed 
and still it is not known that any 
advance has been made towards Pe- 
king. For the honour of Western 
Nations it is hoped that no objec- 
tion from that direction has_been 
made to the landing of a sufficient 
number of soldiers by Japan to make 
an advance upon Peking practicable. 
What is most pressingly required is 
the capture of that City and the 
inhuman usurpers who are rioting 
within its walls, and the nation which 
happens to be better prepared to 
accomplish that end should be ap- 
proved and encouraged. If there 
exist jealousies, all such ought to be 
buried now, for obstructions which 
are not based upon purely military 
science would make the agency be- 
hind them as shameless in bloody 
intent as the actual murderers in 
Peking. 

The fact is, the Foreign Offices of 
the West were not disposed to credit 
the reports of their representatives 
in China, and consequently were 
unprepared to deal vigorously with 
the China crisis. But all the world 
is now informed, and those respons- 
ible for the bloody drama will be 
ise their responsibility. 
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THE PRESENT POSITION AND 
THE SVC. 
10th July. 

Just as there are wiseacres who 
think it good business to insure 
neither their property nor their 
lives, so there are others of equal 
mental calibre who have in times 
gone by advocated the suppression 
of the S.V.C. Fire in their own 
households convinces the first, danger 
to their own precious persons converts 
the others—to a saner state of mind. 

In one way and another, the 
Corps has cost the community a 
good deal of money, some of which 
‘as been wasted in various ways as 
is usually the case in all amateur 
organisations. But in the quict 
nights of the past fortnight, and in 
the sense of security at all times, 
every tael used and wasted has 
been amply repaid, and we have 
as an asset the magnificent body 
of men which has paraded on two 
or three occasions lately. So much 
for the value of a nucleus, and the 
result of a great deal of unpaid 
labour. Well over a thousand strong, 
our defensive force is one of which 
we may well feel proud. Each unit 
has materially added to its strength. 
The Light Horse, a body of men 
who under conditions favourable to 
their organisation would be of the 
highest value, are stronger than 
they have been for a long time. The 
Artillery is prepared for double duty, 
and at a pinch for treble. ‘Their 
nine-pounders are still ready, the 
men themselves are prepared for 
such machine guns as may be avail- 
able (Admiral Seymour might well 
spare a few of those he captured), or 
they would make an extremely efi- 
cient body acting as infantry. “A” 
Company has broken all records so 
far as numbers are concerned. “B” 
Company has never before equalled 
its present strength. The Reserve 
has grown in numbers and efficien- 
cy, and its ability to free an 
equal number of younger men for 
more active service, renders it se- 
cond to none as a corps unit. For 
smartness in drill there is nothing 
in the corps togompare with the 
German Contingent, and in numbers 
they are at present very strong indeed. 
The vigourand carnestness with which 
their recruit instruction is imparted 
is interesting evidenceof thethorough- 
ness of their work. Coming to the 
newly raised levies we find much 
promise in them all. The Customs 
Company comes in with the foll 
intention of making itself a_per- 
manent addition to our fighting 
strength, and in view of the dangers 
to which its members may be exposed 
in many a petty outport, it is 
somewhat surprising that such an 
organisation has never been started 
before and service in it made obliga- 
tory on all joining the Customs’ 
ranks. As it is, its adhesion to the 
S.V.C, at the present moment has 

















weight over and above that apper- 
taining to its numbers. We have 
yet to see the American Company 
‘on parade, Its services are offered 
for a period of three months only, 
but we should imagine that when 
that period was elapsed the words, 
“or during the continuance of dan- 
ger,” will be added, and followed 
later on by adecision to remain as 
a permanent unit. We are quite 
certain that the Americans, who as 
fighting men are hard to beat, will 
not wish the burden of continual 
readiness for defence to be for ever 
laid on others’ shoulders. Neithee 
will they forget the evils which 
resulted in their own civil war from 
volunteering for stated periods only. 

The Japanese Company has in it 
the promise of a great success. 
Strong in numbers, it is fortunate 
in having in its ranks a number of 
trained men, and more fortunate 
still in being under the command of 
a professional soldier. We expect to 
find this company amongst the 
smartest and most’ useful units in 
the corps as soon as it has had 
a little time for drill and firing ex- 
ercise, There is as we write, no 
official notice of the organisation of 
the Portuguese contingent. Doubt- 
less as soon as the preliminaries are 
satisfactorily settled, we shall be 
called on to chronicle this further 
addition. 

There are non-combatant branches 
besides the afore-mentioned to whom 
the community is just as deeply 
indebted as it is to those who take 
upon themselves the duty of active 
prsrection. On the whole, Shanghai 
has nobly replied to the demand for 
more strength. We regret that we 
have tosay “on the whole ;” it would 
be far pleasanter not to use the 
qualifying phrase. Bat this is a 

painful subject we will 
not now discuss. 

Is the corps as efficient as it is 
strong in numbers? ‘That now is the 
crucial point, and as the proof of the 
force is in the using of it, we shall 
never thoroughly know until it has 
been thoroughly tried. Weak points 
will make themselves apparent, over- 
sights force themselves into notice, 
and unreadiness meet its due re. 
ward. But on the whole we have 
firm faith that the corps is capable 
of doing all that it could in fairness 
be asked to do. There is a dearth 
of officers, who, if they are to be 
competent, cannot be made by the 
addition of es and_ gold“ lace. 
The system of election is partly to 
blame for this, and it will perhaps 
be found desirable when the trouble 
is over to supersede this system 
by appointment. Election has been 
tried and found wanting in England, 
France, and America. 

Energy and determination have 
not been confined to the Settlements 
North of the Yangling-pang. 
Our French neighbours have pro- 
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gressed pari passu. Their Com- 
pany is 120 strong, and being 
nearest the main point of danger 
occupies the post of honour. We 
are pleased to know that to all in- 
tents and purposes the organisations 
on both sides of the Yangkingpang 
are one. Aid from one to the other 
will be forthcoming at a moment's 
notice. ’ 

We do not anticipate any local 
trouble. Our native friends, and 
they are many, look to us to prevent it. 
Our native enemies, we are fain to 
believe, are few, and are regarded 
with deep distrust by their compat- 
riots who wish nothing better than 
peace and quietness. With such a 
oral foree to back up our strong right 
arm there is little to be apprehended. 
Many times has rebellion broken out 
here and there in China: often 
enough we have had to chronicle 





riot and disturbance in widely scat-! 


tered places, yet in all these the 
Settlements and city of Shanghai 
have gone quietly on their way wn- 
ruffled by riot or trouble. We be- 
lieve it will be so now. 





THE JOURNAL OF THE 
AMERICAN ASSOCIATION.

We cannot but commend the course 
adopted by the Committee of the 
American Association in the publica- 
tion of a journal, from which their 
members learn promptly what the 
committee are doing. The June 
issue of this journal is a most in- 
teresting one. It begins with a short 
preface headed “China's in 
which the committee recall that as 
far back as the 15th of March they 
“gave ample information, both tele- 
graphic and other, to our Govern- 
ment and people at home as to the 
undoubted results that would follow 
this (Boxer) movement, if not re- 
strained.” The Association’s warn- 
ings were not listened to as they 
should have been, but they did to 
some extent rouse the people of the 
U.S to the importance of the sub- 
ject. ‘The closing sentences of this 
introduction ar 7 

“Pending a restoration of order it 
is premature to offer much in the 
way of suggestion as to what would be 
the desirable, and at the same time 
practicable, settlement of the rela- 
tions of the Wy ow 
Chinese people. Tt is not concei 
that the present reactionary régime 
shall be permitted to continue. 
Whether there shall be a restoration 
of the Emperor, under satisfactory 
guarantees as to reform, an entire 
change of dynasty to bring the Gov- 
ernment into accord with the national 
aspirations of the more enlightened 
thinkers of the people, or an adjust- 
ment on the basis of spheres of in- 
fluence and foreign control, at all

Mr. Conger’s reply to these two 
letters showed the trained diplo- 
matist. It is dated Peking, the 19th 
of March :— 

“Sir—I have received your two 
favours of the 9th instant transmitting 
copy of telegram sent to the Secre- 
tary of State at Washington, 
cerning the hostility of the Empress 
Dowager towarls the Reform party, 
expressing kind appreciation of my 
efforts to safeguard American in- 
terests, and tendering the good offices 
of the Association in the same direc- 
tion. 

“Please thank the Association in 
my behalf for their kind words and 
offer, which shall be availed of, if 
necessary.” 

Unfortunately, Mr. Conger was 
evidently at one with others of his 
colleagues in being very loth to listen 
| to the warnings sent up from SI 
hai. 

A correspondence witl

This telegram was confirmed by a 
letter in which the situation was ex- 
plained fully and lucidly. 

‘After this comes a long letter on the 
subject of  Consular-Service Reform,” 
dated the 5th of April. ‘The letter 
is written in support of the “Bill to 
Remodel the Consular Service” of the 
United States, which has been presented 
in both Hor f Congress, and a note 
to the Association’s letter says: “The 
above circular letter was sent to the 
members of the various bodies in- 
dicated” (the Cabinet and the two 
Houses of Congress), “and from quite 
2 number of our national legislators 
assurances of support have been re- 
ceived.” 

Correspondence follows with refer- 
ence to the proposed visit to America 
of the U. S, Consul-General, Mr. Johu 
Goodnow, and the appointment by the 
President of Dr. John Hykes as Vice- 
Consul General to take charge during 
Mr. Goodnow’s absence. Mr. Good- 
now, however, realised that at. such a 
critical period as this his personal pre- 
sence here was indispensable, aud he 
decided to postpone his visit. 

In a letter dated the 7th of June 
from the Secretary of the Association 
here to the very able Secretary of the 
American Asiatic Association in New 
York, a telegram sent from Shanghai 
to New York on the same date is 
confirmed and explained. ‘The tele- 
zram ran: “ American lives, interests, 
North China seriously imperilled. 
Urge Government act promptly, 
vigorously, with adequate force.” ‘The 
letter points out the danger of the 
situation created by the operations 
of the Boxers, and the inconvenience 
of entrusting Russia alone with the 
duty of “saving the position” by an 
occupation of the capital and its 
approaches. ‘The penultimate para- 
graph of the letter is : 

We need seracely add that, to secure the 
permmnence and extension’ of our com- 
ercial interests, which have been a eon- 
deration offering much encouragement of 
nd good government are essen- 
‘The present disturbance:

Urgently advise 
immediate gunboat protection,” 

A copy of this telegram and of the 
letter of Bishop Graves were sent to 
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Rear-Admiral Kempf, U. S, N., at 
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Taku. But this was not all. An- 
other urgent telegram was sent to the 
New York Association on the 15th 
ult,, to which the following answer 
was received :— 

“Tn constant consultation State De- 
partment urging action. Minister and 
Admiral have free hand, press them.” 

On the 26th ult. the Association here 
sent another telegram to the American 
Association, and this is the last item 
in the present issue of the Association’s 
journal.

The mis- 
sionaries were compelled to take refu 
the yamén where itis supposed they still are, 
Happily, telegraphie news informs us that, 
up Ull ten days ago, their lives were at 
least safe, though it is cary enough to 
rmasine the horrors and discomfort of the 
whole situation. Yunnanfu has for lovg 
been in a state of excitement owing 
to the aggressive attitude of the French. 
Tho latter have so systematically as- 
sorted themselves in the neighbourhood, 
that the trouble, which was foretold, has 
at Iength broken out. Full particulars 
are not as yet to hand here, but it is clear 
that British subjects are in a situation of 
great danger through no fault of their own, 
and itis to be hoped that some wise and 
eficetive means be devised to secure 
prompt and adequa 
What those me: 
to say, but in spite of distances and the 
occurrence of important is 
parts of the country, it is surely possible 
for our British authorities to do something 
at once to relieve the terrible strain at 
present borne by a handful of defenceiess 
men, women, and children in the remote 
city of Yunnan.

to be a trait of the Chinese mind rather 
than a peculiarity of any particular 
district. “An intelligent observer told 


your correspondent that it was strange 
and ho could not explain it, but that the 
Chineso soldiers, while afraid of the 
foreigner, would almost to a man like 
to get ‘a chance to fight him—if the 
ods against the foreigner were ten to 
oie. Of course there are exceptions 
among those who are after all the most 
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intelligent people: in the community, 
but these have now the alternative 
of cither keeping silent on political 
questions or else quduring a storm of 
ridicule. If it is claimed that it is folly 
to resist the Foreign Powers, that it was 
impossible to whip Japan, one, and that 
there are now six or eight, the reply is 
made that the Boxers are’ invulnerable. 
And it is astonishing to what an extent 
this dictum is accepted as final by even 
the most influential. men in the com- 
munity. 

Yet with that strange anomaly of 
things Chinese, there is some real and 
not little outward friendliness, and 
thero is no disturbance. There has been 
quito a waking up the past day or two 
in the prefectural yamén in the matter 
of preventing rumours and putting 
down any incipient disturbance. And 
all is quiet to « gratifying extent.

MANCHURIA. 


We have to thank the Rev. G. H. Bond- 
field, agent of the British and Foreign 
Bible Seciety, for the following notes from 
letters received on Saturday afternoon. 
He writes; ‘So little news has hitherto 
reached us from Manchuria that these 
details may be of general interest.” 

Mr. R. T. Imlay, the Society's repre- 
sentative, writing from Kobe on the 2nd 
of July says : 

“T left Moukden (apparently about 19th 
or 20th June) for Newchwang and spent 
two nights with the friends xt Liaoyang 
en route. So disquicting was the aspect 
of affairs then that at Dr. Westwater's 
request I went on to the port to see the 
Consul at Newehwang. I found the place 
nuch disturbed and nearly all the for- 
igners under arms. After arranging with 
steamers for friends coming down from up- 
country I intended to go back to Moukden. 
Events however succeeded each other so 
rapidly that the return journey could not 
be made. 

As we were fearfully crowded together 
and to help a number of the ladies and 
children who were coming over here, I 
decided to come too, A wire was sent to 
Kirin from Newchwang but up to the time 
of my departure no reply had come ; the 
missionaries there, we concluded, would 
be safe with the Russians, and, if needful, 
they could go to Harabin and perhaps 
down the Sungari, 

When I left Moukden, the missionaries 
with one exception, did not expect serious 
trouble... The very next day the Go- 
vernment openly and formally acknow- 
ledged the “Boxers” as friends. The 
Governor seemed anxious to keep order 
and four days after we had left (when all 
the ladies with Messrs. Pullan and Graham 
came down) no open trouble had arisen, 
but 60,000 Manchu reservists had been 
called in to protect (?) Moukde « When 
we departed from Newchwang no fighting 
had occurred locally. We had, however, 
been called up at midnight to rush to the 
Customs compound. Many ladies aul 
children finally tried to sleep on steamers.” 

The Rev. J. Carson, whose letter is dated 
Newchwang, Sed July, supplics further 
details : 

“T have to inform [you] of the destruc 
tion of the Bible Society's property 
(furniture and stock in the Moukden depot) 
by the so-called Boxers, probably aided 
hy the soldiery. ‘This took place on Fri- 
day of last week (29th June]. But much 
more serious was the outbreak on the 
following day, last Saturday. when the 
Moukden church was set tire to and 
destroyed, alsu the two Hospitals (men’s 
and women's) and all the [mission] dwelling 
houses on “the Terrace.” Tt was at first 
said that there was loss of life, but that 
has since been contradicted. Pastor Li 
is probably in hiding ; nothing is known 
of his whereabouts. 

‘The Boxer propyganda is spreading in 
Manchuria and causing great consteraa- 
tion. A marvellous change has come over 
the people.” 

Other details are xiven in notes (dated 
th) from Revs. J. Webster and J. Omel- 
The Kaiyvan missionaries are 
on the River coming down and Liaoyang 
[compounds] untouched so far. News 
m Knanchengtze to the effect that the 

nativs were being protected by the 
Kirin silent, so we hope they 
are safe. A-shih-ho missionaries will prob- 
ably go to Harabin—90 li distant. Yes- 
terday six men came iu [from Kuangning] 
to report that all the chapels, numbering 
six of seven, from Moukden to Kuangning 
had been wrecked by the soldiers in the 
march to Chinchou and Tientsin ; and that 
the threats against our members aud our- 


selves are appalling.

We 
are adding to our stock in store for the 
coming weeks, ‘The couclusion of the whole 
matter is that we try to be thankful, * trust 
in the Lord and keep our powder dry.”

‘THE DESTRUCTION OF THE MISH 


On the evening of June 25th, between 
the hours of 8 p.m. and midnight, the 
American Presbyterian Missi n compound 
at Weilsien was burned and looted. The 
mob. began to gather at 5 p.m. ‘The 
contingent cousisted of two young ladies 
and the writer, who had made all pre- 
putrations to leave the next day. As soon 
As the dunger Was noticed I sent, word to 
the chihsien for help. 
sending a few soldiers fom his own yamén 
to resist the increasing mob he sent off to 
the eamp ton It distant for military ai. 
‘The aid arrived at 8.30 p.m.—too late to 
do more than assist in tho looting of the 
burning buildings ! 

THE MAGISTRATE 
did right to send to the camp, but made 
‘a fatal blunder—I assume that’ his efforts 
on our behalf were sineere—in not at once 
Sending a small force to tide over the 
Interval until more efficient help could 
We'sscurel, After holding off. the mob 
witha revolver for three hours. your eor- 
respondent could do no more and the 
foreign gavrison retreated. 

THE RETREAT. 

‘Phere was one chance in ton of gotting 
out alive, but that one chance was vouch- 
Safed us, and we fled under cover of night- 
fall across country, avoiding roads and 
villages, and reached this hospitable and 
secure retveat at midnight. Nothing was 
saved oxcopt the eluthes we wore. 

‘THE KINDNESS OF THE GERMAN! 

Last hore express our hearty appre- 
cintion of the cordial reception and hos- 
pitality we ave enjoying at the hands of 
bur German neighbours. This place is 
garrisoned by some sixteen stalwart men, 
armed and trained in martial affairs ac- 
cording to the well-known custom of the 
Fatherland. We hope to start on to 
Tsingtao to-morrow. Yesterday the West 
Mine buildings at this ple were set on 
fire, but the fire was extinguished, though 
not’ without considerable” loss. " To-day 
the telegraph line was eub thirty li north- 
east of Weihsien, but we are informed that 
repairs are being made.

RUMOL 

At such times as these rumour runs 
riot. The tea shops of Hankow are filled 
with wild talk so that the nervous are 
much affrighted. It is no new thing in 
China to have a day fixed when churches 
are to be burnt, foreigners killed, and 
order generally ‘upset. We remember 
especially one Such occasion after the big 
Hankow fire, when almost every shop- 
keeper in the three cities packed up his 
wares in readiness for flight into the 
country and when the poorest. managed 
to keep a few cash to: buy candles to keep 
burning all night. The day came and 
passed and no trouble occurred. A similar 
unrest hangs over Hankow to-night, 
though the fright is not so great as on 
the occasion referred to. 

PROCLAMATIONS. 

In Wuchang, those who love peace 
are very pleased at two excellent proclama- 
tions put out by the Wuchang prefect. 
One is in two character couplets, it 
forbids and threatens with punishment 
those who invent rumours, put up threat- 
ening notices, all bad enaracters, wan- 
dering “braves,” kidnappers, drunkards, 
sorcerers, disturbers of the peace, all 
theatrical shows, public gatherings, con- 
jurors, gamblers, storytellers, wicked 
beggars, and wandering’ priests. 

A second proclamation in four character 
couplets orders all opium dens and tea- 
shops to close and put out lights at 9 
o'clock; that all the street barriers are to 
be closed at midnight and only those who 
carry lanterns be allowed to pass them, 
that all inns and teashops be searched for 
bad characters; and states that, any 
houses where rebels are hidden will be 
forfeited to the Government. Temples 
must be carefully scrutinied, the local 
tipaos and weiyuans are made respon- 
sible for any trouble and are ordered to 
keep a continual watch in the streets. 
Larking is strictly prohibited. 

‘The Viceroy has issued a long proclama- 
tion saying he has received orders from 
Peking to protect foreign merchants and 
Christian Churches. “In obedience to 
these commands he has cousulted with 
Liu K‘un-yi, Viceroy of Liangkiang and 
they have told the foreign consuls that 
if no foreign gunboats are sent up the 
river they will hold themselves responsible 
for the’ protection of all foreigners. 
Although up to the present no trouble 
has arisen in this part of China, it must 
be remembered that the trouble caused 
by the Boxers was not anticipated, and 
that it is most necessary that all secret 
societies be suppressed. The Viceroy 
calls upon all the gentry and men of 
influence to be zealous in exhorting the 
people to prevent trouble and to put 
down all wild rumours, as the slightest 
disturbance may lead to most serious 
consequences. Soldiers have been sent 
to guard all the Christian Churches and 
any one causing any disturbance will be 
promptly executed. It then goes on to 
point out what an advantage it will be 
to tho kingdom if the people by law-abid- 
ing conduct, prevent the coming of foreign 
gunboats and troops. 

It would be possible to fill columns 
with accounts of rumours, but no good 
would be gained by so doing. In spite 
of the serious news that reaches us from 
Shanghai and the North, we are convinced 
the local officials are determined to pre- 
vent trouble and are powerful enough to 
carry out their determination.

|. There is still a strong anti-foreign feel- 
‘ing here. A tract, supposed to be written 
by a Hanlin in this city, vilifying foreign-

| to house. “The author says, in his preface, 
| that Heaven has given nm a pound of 
| gold which he intends to use for the bene- 
| fit of his fellow-countrymen. ‘The best 
way of doing this is by opening their eyes 
to the ill deeds of foreigners.” With the 
intention of hampering foreigners, a 
semi-official proclamation has been issued, 
ordering persons not to sell property to 
foreigners without first getting the con- 
sent of the neighbours and afterwards of 
the officials. 
AN AMUSING INCIDENT 

occurred not far from here, some time 
ago. A member of our community was 
elling in a district that had never 
before been visited by a foreigner. At 
one village, where he stayed the night, 
he was welcomed with unusual cordiality 
Vegetables were brought for his use, and 
beans for his horse. ‘The traveller’ was 
much pleased with his reception, but next 
morning, on starting to leave, found that 
his camera and washbasin were missing. 
The inn in which he had stayed was 
searched, but to uo effect. The village 
elder begged that the matter might not 
be taken to the mandarin, saying that he 
would do his best to find the stolen 
articles. The traveller went on his jour- 
ney never expecting to recover his goods, 
but to his surprise, some days after, he 
was met by a deputation from the village 
with the stolen property. 

On a certain day the village elder gave 
that he would prepare a cauldron of 
1g oil into ‘which each of the villagers 
must dip his hand; but before tho trial 
by ordeal took place, the property was 
secretly restored by the thief.

THE UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OCR OWS CORRESPONDENT).

CONGRESS 


has just adjourned, leaving undecided 
many of the most important measures 
which have come before it. It is the 
general opinion that the session has heen « 
rather unsatisfactory one, though no Con- 
gress in recent years has had so many and 
80 important perp'exing questions. What 
the two houses have accomplished and 
what they have failed to do are told briefly 
thus :— 
173 WORK DONE AND UNDONE. 

No action was taken_on the bil for the 
encouragement of Americ-n shipping, 
which remains on the calendar of both 
houses, ‘The Senate did not reach a vote 
on the Hay-Pauncefote arranzement for the 
abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treat 
and the various reciprocity arrangemen 
were not acted on, and all would 
gone by the lomd if the tims limit for 
Tatitication had not been extended. The 
whole question of the administeation of 
the Philippines was left untouched ; the 
Spooner bill, which gave the President 
special powers for their temporary govern- 
ment, nfter the model of the Jefferson plan 
for the government of the Louisiana 
Purchase, having been discussed in the 
Senate, but without reaching a vote, 

‘A number of important matters were 
acted on by one house hut failed to bo 
reached in the other. For example, the 
Army Reorganisation Bill for the accom- 
plishment of long-needed reforms in the 
officering of the army and the essential 
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enlargement of the artillery force 
the Senate, but was shelved in the House. 
The proposed constitutional amendment 


requiring the election of United States 
Senators by the direct vote of the people 
sissed tho House by an overwhelining ma- 
jority, but was the subject of an adverse re- 
port by the Senate Committee on Privileges 
und Elections. The Nicaragua Canal billand 
an Anti-Trust bill passed the House, but 
were not pressed to a vote in the Senate. 

The Senate passed a bill for the con- 
struction of a Pacific cable, but the House 
did not act upon the question. ‘This is by 
no means a complete list of things half- 
done, but it includes the most important. 
Tho measures referred to now hang 
between the two houses, and it is pro- 
bable that some of them will be taken up 
ut the next sessivn, in which case the 
work already expended on them will not 
be in vain. 

‘The list of things done is disappointing 
in some particulars, but there are some 
measures that compensate. The Gold- 
Standard Act, which was one of the first 
completed measures, definitely establishes 
the single gold standard, sets in motion a 
[rapes of refunding by which the nation is 
orrowing at a lower rate than that at 
which the bonds of any other nation were 
ever floated, and extends the advantages 
of the national banking system to small 
communities. The ratification of the Sa- 
moan treaty has released the United 
States from an entangling arrangement, 
and has given us undisputed possession 
of the little island of Tutuila and the 
excellent harbour of Pago-Psgo. Hawaii 
has been given a defiuite form of govern- 
ment as a full fledged Territory of the 
United States. A provisional government, 

















looking to an enlargement of popular 
ights at an early day, has been established 
in Porto Rico. Reniote and lonz-nezlected 
‘Alaska has heen given a full civil code and 
provisions for municipal government.

‘This information is to the effeet that while 
an organised Philippine army is no longer’ 
possible at present, yet the Filipino leaders 
are hopeful of the result to them of the 
residential election in'the United States, 
Patieving as they hwte been told that Bryan 
in the presidential chair wou'd quickly 
grant them absolute independence. It is 
said that their leaders have persuaded 
the masses to be quiet at present, but 
to hold themselves in readiness for a 
concerted attack just before the pre- 
sidential election, believing that an object 
lesson of this kind would induce voters to 
east their ballots for Bryan. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, there is no doubt that 
should such an outbreak occur it would 
add materially to McKinley's plurality. 
‘THE POST OFFICE IN CUBA. 

An annoying incident to the Republican 
administration, and oue that for the mo- 
ment casts diseredit on the whole American 
supervision of Cuban affairs, was the dis- 
covery of rottenness in the conduct of the 
post office system in Cuba, which is under 
the control of the Post Office Department 
at Washington. Charles F. W. Neeyl 
who held the place of treasurer of the Post 
Oflice Department of Cuba, has heen arrest- 
ed charged with the embezzlement of 
sum somewhere between $100,000 and 
$600,000. His arrest disclosed’ the fact 
that ‘the whole system of administration 
of that department ia Cuba by Americans, 
has been in a large pirt criminal and almost 
wholly extravagant. :Immediate steps 
were taken to punish Neely and any con- 
federates at zhe might have had, and the 
administraion is bending all its’ energies 
toward the cleaning up of this spot on 
American superrision. 

THE FIRST NEWS OF THE BOXERS. 


‘The news of rioting in China, led by 
the Boxers, is just beginning to come to 
this country, and it is of course impos- 
sible at this time to tell what may come 
of it in international relations. The 
expressed policy of the American govern- 
ment is to do its full share in the protec- 
tion of missionaries and other foreign 
residents, especially Americans, but to 
act, so far as possible, independently of 
the forces of other countries. 
THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

The Republican national convention, 
which is to remominate McKinley for 
President, will meet in Philadelphia next 


































































‘week. While it cannot be positively told 
what the party platform will contain, yet 
an apparently pretty accurate forecast is 

| given in the following statement by a 

| prominent Republican official xt Washing- 

‘ton. He says of the platform: 

“It will dwell upon tho achievements of 
the Republican President and the Repub- 
| Tican Congress, not only in carrying on a 
| victorious war and extending the bound- 
aries of the United States, but in establish- 
{ing the tariff upon a firm foundation, 
which promises permanency of industrial 
conditions and in establishing a safe and 
sound currency system with the gold 
standard as its basis. 

“Attention will be directed to the 
pledges of the party in the past, and to 
the way in which these pledges have either 
been carried into effect or put in the line 
of accomplishing. 

“The Nicaraguan Canal, the shipping 
subsidy and other measures will again 
find a’ place in the platform among thoso 
which the Republican Party is bound to 
enact. 

“The platform will take advanced 
ground on the question of expansion. It 
will declare that the extension of the 
boundaries of the United States in the 
past two years has not only been in- 
evitable, but directly in lino with the pre- 
cedents ‘and policy of a century. 

“Expansion will be defined as distinct 
from “ Imperialism,” and the purpose of 
the Tnited States to give to all people 
under its control the blessings of civilisa- 
tion and freedom will be aflirmed. 

“The declaration that Cuba shall have 
a government of its own just as soon.as 
its people are fitted to govern themselves 
will be reiterated. 

“The determination to give the Phili 
pines a civil government as nearly as pos- 
sible in harmony with the Republican 
form of government in American States 
and Territories will find emphatic expres- 
sion. 

“The financial plank will be forceful 
and will be so framed as to meet the re- 
quirements of the great business interests 
of the country which look to the success 
of the Republican Party for a continu- 
ance of prosperity. 

“A reduction of the war revenue taxes 
will be promised with a pledge that this 
reduction shall go’ into immediate effect 
in the more burdensome and annoying of 
tho war levies. 

“The foreign policy of the Administra- 
tion will be endorsed. The Monroe 
Doctrine will be reaffirmed, and_Presi- 
dent McKinley will be praised for his 
ill and wisdom in keeping the United 
es free from entanglement with 
open politics.

Iuhour will be provied by the Engineer's 
Department at _rates somewhat lower than 
the wages paid for coolie labour at the whar- 
ves, 

Searching of Ships from the North.—It is 
decided, with the permission of the Agents 
concerned and under Consular: approvel, 
to search all ships from Northern. ports 
with a view to preventing any influx of 
riotous characters, or any importation of 
arms and Boxer propaganda. 

Telephones.—Vhe following letter with 
reply as directed is ordered for publica- 








‘The Shanghai Mutual Telephone Co., Ld., 
Shanghai, 28rd June, 1900. 
Sin,—By a mistake, which is as yet un- 
explained, the cables ‘which we have con 
tracted for to be delivered in Shanghai by 
first German Mail Steamer leaving Bre- 
men after the 26th of April, and which 
ought to have arrived here by the Bayern 
a week ago, were shipped by the 
Eva on the 8th of May, and as 
this boat is « cargo carrier and not a Mail- 
boat the cables are not likely to arrive here 
for another month or more. Consequent- 
ly, the opening of our temporary exchange 
would be thus far put back, unless the 
Council is willing to grant us permission 
to draw a larger number of wires through 
Hankow Road than is permitted by the 
contract. That is to say, in the portion of 
it between Szechuen and Kiangse Roads, 
40 wires; between Kiangse and Honan 
Roads, 48 wires; and between Honan and 
Shantung Roads, 96 wires. No change in 
poles will be required, and as far as Honan 
Road the number of brackets will not be 
augmented but only changed to double 
their length, so that each bracket will carry 
12 instead of 6 lines as at present. It is, of 
course, understood that as soon as the 
cables’ arrive and can be got in position, 
these temporary brackets and lines will be 
taken down, and the present order 
restored, Perhaps it may not be out of 
place to mention that the other goods con- 
tracted to arrive by the Bayern, such as 
switch-boards and instruments and gears 
of every description necessary for the con- 
struction of this exchake did arrive and 
have been landed.

TT thiuk it will bo universally. allowed 
that s0 long as foreign nations have had 
intercourse with China, the Chinese have 
proved themselves utterly incapable of 
xood government. ‘The internal history of 
the country shows that insurrections of 
greater or Tess importance, against the con- 
Atituted government of the country, take 
place every year ; that hundreds of millions 
of haman Beings have been sacrificod 
hese movements; that in some districts, 
including places within a couplo of hundred 
niles of Shanghai, n condition of tranquillity 
ig almost unknown, The history of our 
own relations with China shows that 
outbreaks against foreign residents have 
increased in frequency and magnitude with 
ench succeeding decade; the last period, 
viz, 1890-1900, exceeding all previous 
records for malignity and feroeity, attacks 
upon foreigners following upon ‘ony an- 
other in almost unbroken succession, 
culminating in the murders of two Swedish 
missionaries, one Evglish missionary, the 
attempted murder of anvther, riots in 
more than half of the provinces, and the 
overwhelming tragedy of the’ Kuebéng 
massacre. In the great majority of cases 
these disturbances were traceable to the 
collusion of connivance, if not the active 
instigation, of Government official 

‘Phe various causes which operate in these 
disturbances need nut now occupy ur 



























































attention. Letit suftice to say that, amongst 
them, national poverty, in consequence of a 
retrograde civilisation ‘and an undeveloped 
comtry, combined with official xreed and 
malwministration of justice, have a share 
as well as the innate dislike to foreigners, 
whether Westerners or the present foreign 
rulers of the country, the Manchus. The 
wealthy officials, who are not anxious that 
their reign of misrule should cease, as 
would inevitably be the ease if foreign 
ileas beeame predominant, for this reason 
dislike the Westerners, and foster this 
dislike in the minds of the pepulace by the 
invention of monstrous fables, illustrating 
the depravity and cruelty of foreigners of 
ChouHan and the Hunan tracts, The people 
generally are inimical to the Manchus, be- 
Tieving that to their tenure of China are 
due all the evil frults which the dynasty 
has, as they conceive, produced, and 
hence have arisen the myriad anarchial 
societies with the avowed object of anni. 
hilating both Manchus and” mandarins, 
making of the solitary and unprotected 
Westerner a catspaw for the accomplish- 
ment of their purpose, by embroiling the 
loc] authorities with the Foreign Powers. 
‘The Manchu dynasty may be overturned 
or rehabilitated, but the officials, of what- 
ever dynasty, will still be recruited from 
the ranks ‘of the conscienceless and 
immoral literati, and the elementof danger 
rbed. There seems to bo 
hope of regeneration from 
, and it is with the full consciousness 
of this fact that many of the natives would 
welcome tho undertaking af the work by 
foreign nations. Until this has been 
thoroughly and systematically taken in 
hand there can be na hope of peace or 
prosperity in China, and. there is little 
prospect that it will ever he satisfactorily 
carried out hy the Chines» who are in 
positions of authority. It must be 
inaugurated and enforced hy foreigners 
whose position and standing in the country 
will command obedience to their dictates 
and confidence in their methods. Sporadic 
movements towards reform may take 
lace on tho initiative of Chinese leaders, 
jut there is little reason for believing that 
the country generally will he affected 
for hundreds of years to come, and during 
all that period the lives and ‘property of 
foreigners will remain in jeopardy. 
We have tried already tho policy of 
supporting the Governinent of China 
inst tha Chinese, e.g., the "Thi re- 
ith what. success Iet the present 
uation say! If the Government he over- 
ed there is little likelihood that the 
nese people or the foreign residents will 
be in any better position under any form of 
native government. Absolute selfishness 
and lhisser faire seem ta mark .the 
Chinese character, and even in tho event 
of the establishment of a new dynasty 
and the alvent of an era of enlightenment, 
the rehabilitation of China would con- 
stitute an clement of infinite danger. The 
forward movement in Japan, though a 
thing of yesterday, has already Jed to such 
developments that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
dare not recommend the exclusion of Jap- 
anese emigrants ta Canada, whilst tha 
Chinese, representing a country tenfold 
greater than Japan, are to be shut out with- 
out apology. Suppose China raised to pow- 
er and influence by foreign enlightenmont 
and following in the wake of Japan. What 
country will venture to prohibit the land- 
ing of her numberless emigrants upon its 
shores, and what will be the economic

As regards the latter class I may say that 
ata juncture like this, when the interests 
oftlie Great Powers are almost equally at 
stake, the matter might be harmoniously 

tor ly arranged, especially when 
the Powers huve already’ agreed upon a 
common Lasis in their attitude toward 
China in the so-called “ open door policy. 
‘The community of interest, under changed 
itions, might easily produce the policy 
the door pen from the inside, 
uul division. The Powers mi 
now arrange, as your correspondent. points 
out, to divide China as equably and quietly 
as they did Africa, and undertake not to 
impose differential tariffs ; but if the enm- 
try is to be conquered’ by the several 
Powers acting independently you may ba 
sure they will consent to no such stipula- 
tion. 

As amatter of fact the country is being 
virtually divided, but not equally ; instend 
of the Great Powers obtaining equal por- 
tions, one or two seem bent on securing 
tho whole to the exclusion of all others. 
England is doing nothing to stop the 
growing domination of Russia, and unless 
she insists on a share she will’ find in time 
thero is nothing left to divide. 

‘The country is big enouzh to satisfy 
all claimants, and rich enongh, when 
developed, to compensate those whose 
commercial ventures might be restricted 
by partition. 

Even in tho event. of differential taciffs 
being imposed by the neveral States, the 
separate portions would prove as raimuner- 
ative, when fully developed, as the whole 
area is in its present undeveloped condi 
tion. 

‘Thoro is a further alternative which only 
requires to be mentioned, viz :—that which 
the Chinese themselves would suggest i.c. 
the evacuation of .the country by all 

ners, Init such a step at this staze of 
the world’s history would be impossible.

and helplessness, hegeing the Great Powers 
to reinstate thom in office, forgot the past, 
and let things goon as before. We 
s0 often hoodwinked by Chinese diplo- 
macy, and our Ministers seem so incurably 
blind to the situation, t it I groatly doubt 
they will even now rise to the occasion, 
and adopt such measures ns shall promote 
the healing of this “open sore of the 
world.” It is possible they may quote the 
attitule of the southern Viceroysasoviden- 
cing a friendly feeling towards foreigners 
and reform, and overlook the fact that 
these lons-headed men are doing the only 
thing they could possibly do, knowing full 
well that to oppose a coalition of tho Great 
Powers would be the height of absurdity, 
and that whatever may eventuate, whether 
the restoration of Kuang Hit or the taking 
cover of the country by European nations, 
they will be found on the winning side ; 
the alternative of ultimate success on the 
side of the Anti-Foreign Party, or the 
Boxers, being a chimera which they or auy 
viher persun of any acuteness could not 
fllow themselves to entertain.

Sin,—It seems very hard that uo pro- 
‘vision appears to have been made, in case 
of a General Alarm, for the protection of 
our servants. 

Personally, I have a great regard for my 
servants who have served me faithfully 
for a considerable period and have stuck 
to me without a movement during these 
troublous times, and I should feel that I 
was behaving in a contemptible and 
cowardly way were I to desert them when 
real danger was imminent. 

If the “ Alarm” sounds my instructions 
are to proceed to my post as a ” Reser. 
vist” and to bring my wife and famil 
with me. What am I to do with my ser- 
vants? Cannot the Council arrange some 
refuge for them, separated from tho 
refuges for foreign women and children 
if need be, and issue to each householder 
a sufficient number of “passes” for his 
servants to present to the guards of the re- 
fuge? 

Thero is another point which I think 
has not been sufficiently thought out. 

Should there not be two “Alarms” ? 
The first to call out all available armed 
men but which would not necessitate de- 
sertion of all foreigners’ houses by their 
families and servants. The second, a 
more urgent and quite dfstinct signal, on 
hearing which the women, children ‘and 
servants would leave their houses and 
make for their appointed refuges, escorted, 
if possible, by the Reserve or other Volun- 
teers. 

It is quite conceivable that there may 
be an attack threatened on some outlying 
part of Shanghai which would require an 
immediate call-out of the Volunteers, but 
would not necessitate the instant 
abandonment of all foreign houses. Under 
the present arrangement of only one alarm 
the houses would have to be deserted and 
given over to any petty local thieves when- 
ever the necessity for the immediate as- 
sembly of the Volunteers becomes suf- 
ficiently urgent to admit of no delay in 
calling them out.

A PROTEST. 


To the Editor of the 
“ Nowrn-Cutxa Dany News.” 

‘Si,—There are times for speaking out, 
when ‘those who feel they have views 
which should be considered are justified 
in putting them forth, But there are also 
times when wise men hold their tongues 
and wait. From your issue of this morning 
it is evident that we have at least two men 
amongst us upon whom this axiom should 
be impressed. Our present comparative 
tranquillity in Shanghai is due to the 
statesmanship of certain Viceroys, headed 
by that grand old man, Liu Keun-yi; and 
if these leaders lose their hold over the 
people they control, the dangers of the 
situation will be immensely aggravated. 
People who write letters to the papers 
likely to inerease the animosity and suspi 
cion of the Chinese against foreigners, are 
not only foolish but criminal. It is ad- 
mitted, even by missionaries, that the 
present. uprising is largely anti-Christian, 
and it is not likely that the Chinese will 
be pacified by being warned, as th 
by “WML,” that the repression of th 
titrbance will contribute to ie spread and 
observance of Christianity throughout 
the country. Such a hateful idea will do 
more than anything ele to make them 
refractory. Why should piety be so often 
accompanied by ‘want of tact 

The letter entitled “Another Plea for 
Partition,” written by “W.,” cannot be 
too stronily condemned on the ground of 
policy. There is nothing original or useful 
in it, and it is impossible to imagine any 
thing more mischievous at the present 
crisis. If the Viceroys are made to be- 
lieve by irresponsible scribblers that the 
plain pledges given to them will not be 
observed, but that their country is to be 
partitioned whatever they do, what heart 
will they have for the work of preventing 
their people from rising against. intending 
spoilers ? 

It is well that the Chinese should know 
that there are not wanting those who 
Hope that missionary enterprise, which 
has resulted in such an awful cataclysm, 
will be more carefully regulated and con- 
trolled in future; and that England and 
America, at least, are opposed to parti- 
tion, and only advocate progress and 
reform.

$m, —Several influential Chinese friends 
have asked me to give publicity to their 
sentiments in connection with the Vol- 
unteer force in Shanghai, whose evolutions’ 
they watch with the keenest interest and 
admiration, ‘They suggest that the Muni- 
cipal Council would do well to call for a 
Company of Voluntecrs from the better 
class of Chinese residents in the Foreign 
Settlement. ‘Thoy say that all such re- 
sidents are, to a man, strongly in favour of 

reserving peace and order, while they all 

detest the present iniquitous Government 
in general, and its recent display of mon- 
strous barbarity in particular. ‘They aro 
entirely in sympathy with the Foreign 
Powers, and are as anxious as we are for 
‘commercial expansion and enterprise, 

‘Phey would be willing to wear a distine- 
tive uniform, learn thoroughly the military 
drill, and submit cheerfully to all the 
regulations of the Shanghai Volunteers, 
‘They would engage to be perfectly loyal to 
the Munieipal Council in all respects, what- 
ever inight happen. So far from being an 
expense to the Municipality, they would 
purchase thir own uniforms and, if neces- 
sary, theit own arms and ammunition also. 

Although the profession of a soldier is

‘Volunteers of other vationalities, whom 
they would try to emulate in every 
respect, When once such « Company was 
started with a few influential merchants 
and other residents, there would be no 
Inck of recruits. 

Many Chinese now living in the Settle- | 
ment have learned the drill at the Naval 
and Military Colleges at Nanking, Tientsi 
and other places, and are at lenst sufficiently 
acquainted with the English language 
to be able to understand and to give all 
the words of command, without further 






































teaching.

Sim,—On last Sabbath, as a boy from 
one of our day Schoo's was returning home, 
ho was run over by a carringo at the cross:

was run over is still aqiestion. Had we 
not sent the boy to good care-takers and 
provided all monetary needs, the father 
and neighbours would at once have joined 
the cliss of foreigner-haters, whu are 
already all too numerous. 

One afternoon ench week I spend a fow 
hours with any of the Chinese who eare to 
come and see me. The conversation is 
mostly of a religious nature, but other 
matters are also up for discussion, A. 
Chinese man of considerable educstion 
quite frequently comes in to converse 

ith me on these occasions, and T give you 
a bit of our last interview.’ Lasked, “Do. 
you think it is really true that the Chinese 
foreigners ?

THE ATTITUDE OF THE 
VICEROYS. 
To the Editor of the 
Norrn-Catva Dairy News. 


Sin,—Permit me to say a word concer- 
ning “the attitude the Viceroys and 
Governors of Central and Southern China 
have taken with reference to the present 
trouble. After coming in close contact 
with the Chinese during more than twenty 
years, and speaking their language, I find 
that if the Chinese have a conscience and 
a sense of honour anywhere it is certainly 
in the matter of being trusted. This they 
thoroughly understand and appreciate. It 
is the foundation of all their business rela- 
tions. ‘The present golden opportunity has 
perhaps never before presented itsrlf in 
the relations between Europeans and the 
Chinese people, It is to my mind one of 
paramount importance that the Powers 
should at this time show their faith in the 
sincerity of the Viceroys and Governors of 
Central and Southern China, as they now 
come forward to practically tender their 
submission, ani to give their word of hon- 
our that they deem the enemy of the 
Powers at Peking to bea rebel, ‘This is 
tantamount to saying, ‘ We consider your 
enemy to be our enemy, and we will be true 
to you if you only trust us.” I don’t mean 
to say thet these men have become all at 
once imbued with angelic feelings toward 
the foreigners. They may, and probably 
hase other motives in view, and who is 
there that has not an eye to his own 
personal interests? We cannot blame 
these men if they have an eye to theirs, 
They know too, that it would be utter folly 
to resist the combined Powers. Nor can 
we call them unpatriotic in their siding 
with foreigners at this time, and breaking 
away from one whom they deem a usurper 
and a “rebel.” ‘Their desire is to sive 
these provinces from war and bloodshed. 
‘Their desire is undoubtedly that of peace 
for the regions in which they rule. And 
I Grmly believe we may take it that the 
Viceroys and Governorsare perfectly sincere 
in their declarations to the Consuls and 
authorities at this time. A striking proof 
of Viceroy Liu's sincerity is in the 
magnificent gift he has made to the Indian 
famine fund recorded in your paper. Let 
us believe these men, and take it for grant- 
ed that they are sincere and will remain 
true to us during the present troubles up 
North. It would be doing to them as we 


























would they should do to us. This teaching

them, if need be. This is confidence which 
we all appreciate. "Let us show them that 
we are worthy of this confidence, and trust 
them in return. ‘The worst thing that 
could happen to the world now, next to its 
falling into the sun, would be for the 
Powers to have mutual jealousies among 
themse:ves and mistrust ech other, and all 
of them to suspect and mistrust, the Chinese 
people. One of the great-st blunders 
England or any other of the Powers could 






































commit now would be to strike at, and 
capture any of the places in the regions 
under consideration. ‘The officials now 
friendly or neutral would probably at once 
becoms our enemies, and a war be set on 
foot a hundredfold’ worse than anything 
we have heard of from tho Philippines. 
It is solely in the interest of peace, and 
that these provinces may be spared the 
horrors of war and devastation, that I con- 
tribute this mite.

It is not now 
possible to send relief te Peking, whither 
our thoughts mostly tend, hut to our 
countrymen at Tientsin it is quite possible 
togive nid. ‘There are freight boats lying 
idle st these wharves, which might be 
loaded with provisions, and water too, in 
case of delyyed rainfall, and sent to the 
beleaguered city. This is not a matter 
with which to trouble the Consular Body. 
‘They have already enough todo. Let the 
citizens take it into their own hands. 
There can be no doubt that contributions 
would be willingly given. ‘The need which 
all feel to do something to help the victims 
of this un-Christian onslaught would be in 
a measure satisfied. All the talking now 
feuitless would thus be turned to some 
purpose, and we should sleep the better 
in our beds for thinking we had done 
what we could. Only let us be quick. 
‘There is no time to lose.

PROTEST OF “A BRITON.” 


To the Editor of tho 
“Norra-Caixa Dairy News.” 

Sin,—“A Briton ”—Is your correspon 
dent sure that he has not made a mistake 
in styling himself so? To my ear there 
is a want of the true ring about his weak 
lines, and I would fain believe that he 
has assumed the name of “A Briton” for 
the nonce. 

If “A Briton” thinks it “criminal” 
for a correspondent in a newspaper to 
write about Partition, what does he think 
of the alleged action of the Consul a 
Tientsin in threatening to destroy the 
Ming Tombs, if our Ministers are not 
released? I should probably find a point 
of sympathy with him here; for in my 
opinion it would be a disgrace to Chris- 
tianity and to Western civilisation to 
descend to such an act. We war not with 
the dead, but with the living. 

Now is not the time to be mealy- 
mouthed and to talk soft words. The 
natives who are worth considering are 
as much aware of the actual state of 

fairs as we are, and although a letter i 
newspaper may not effect the action of 
high authorities, it is as well that the 
authorities may know through the only 
source available what may be the opinions 
of those who have resided in the country 
and who possess opinions. 

Even if every Minister every 
resident in Peking were alive at this 
moment, which we frardly dare to believe, 
wo are’ in the presence of one of the 
most dastardly and inhuman outrages 
that has ever blackened the records of 
iy nation, Hell has been let loose in 
Poking and the North of China, not only 
with the connivance, but with the direct 
encouragement of those Rulers of China 
to whom our Ministers have been accre- 
dited, and in whom they have confidence 
‘The German Emperor's ery for “Ven- 
geance” finds an echo in every heart here. 
And after the “ Vengeance” what should 
be done with the country? It could not 
bo given back to Chinese to rule. In 
communications connected with the desire 
to preserve the integrity of China a great 
deal has been said of the homogeneousness 
of the Chinese. It is a fair inference that 
what is happening in Peking, Tientsin, 
etc., now, may be repeated some day in 
somo other part of China in the same 
unexpected and atrocious Could 
any argument be stronger fe 
dividing up the country and putting each 
part under a rule where such émeutes 
swould be impossible? 

Your correspondent “A Briton” is, I 
am afraid, not much in touch with the 
feelings of the natives themselves. As 
far as it is possible for a merchant to 
fathom the feelings of those with whom 
ho comes in daily contact, and from all 
other sources which are open to him of 
acquiring knowledge on the point, I have 
no hesitation in saying that the mer- 
cantile classes of Chinese, from Shanghai 
to Ichang and possibly beyond, would 
welcome a British rule. There’ is that 
high standard about British institutions 
and British business methods which 
appeals to the mercantile mind. The 
agricultural classes would welcome any 
rule which freed them from oppression, 






































and it only remains to deal with the 
ruling or mandarin classes, which, as I 
suggested before, would not be done away 
with entirely, but would receive fixed and 
sufficient salaries and would not be 
allowed to squeeze. What a grand 
country we could make of it in a few 
years! 

Your correspondent would regulate the 
missionary enterprise. Perhaps there is 
a higher Power than he who is regulating 
this and the advice of Gamaliel is as good 
in the nineteenth century as it was in the 
first: “But be it of Ged, ye cannot 
overthrow it.” 

‘The hordes now assembled at Peking 
and Tientsin are like swarms of locusts, 
devastating wherever they go. Famine 
and pestilence will follow their track. 
They cannot remain Jong in one place as 
they exhaust the food supply. It is to be 
hoped that_ Foreign armies will arrive 
soon in sufficient force to destroy them 
before they can begin their march south- 
ward, and that the Viceroys will decide 
at once to prevent them from crossing 
the Yellow River. We shall see shortly 
if they are equal to the grave responsi 
bilities thrown on their shoulders. ~ They 
have the opportunity now of rising to be 
heroes, and if they rise to the occasion 








posterity may sing their praises as the 
* Saviours of their country,” the proudest 
title a man can desire.

d, local outlaws and raftians will not be 
rded the opportunity of taking ad- 
tage of panies, in breaking. the 
peace. Tho benefits to be derived from 
the arrangements of the high provi 
officials for the protection of the Riverine 
nd Inland cities aud the safeguarding of 
the lives and property of all our people 
are so great that we feel sure that nobody 
will be 59 foolish as to lightly seek occasi 
for breaking the peace. Our people will also 
beable then to act in accord with the wishes 
of the ‘Throne in preserving the current 
order of aftairs. It should be all the more 
the duty of the gentry and elders of the 
cities, towns, and villages to impress all 
this upon the minds of the people under 
them, for in it alone lies the safety of the 
lives and property of all, and the presorva- 
tion of the integrity of our coun 

We, therefore, hereby declare that, after 
the posting of this proclamation, should 
anyone be found—and we have’ devisud 
means to make strict onqniry into 
hereafter manufacturing rumours, the 
by exciting the masses to collect into mobs 
for the purpose of attacking any Foreign 
Settlement or church, such offenders 
will be dealt with and sentenced to suffer 
the same penalties as await insurgents 
and members of revolutionary  sucivties. 
Should it be discovered that outlaws are 
gathering for the purpose of creating dis- 
turbances and rebellion we have ready for 
such great masses of troops who - will 
instantly attack said outlaws and show no 
merey to them. Finally, if soldiers or 
yamén runners be found creating any dl 
turhanees, and oppressing the people, com- 
plaints should be made to the authorities, 
who will see to it that the disturbers of the 
peace be dealt with to the full extent of 
the law. We are detemined to protect our 
merchants and people from harm. so that: 
they may purse their daily avocations as 
usual, that the land may enjoy peace and 
quiet, that the commands of the ‘Throne 
may be obeyed. and the integrity of the 
Empire preserved. Let_all tremblingly 
obey onr proclamation.

ly for ton days, but were repulsed every 
time, although they managed to set fire to 
number of houses adjoining the foreign 
quarters, therefore loaving the latter con 
sidecably exposed. I believe one or two 
foreign houses had already been destroyed 
when T left the city. No decent person 
conld get anywhere near the place for fear 
of being called ‘a foreigner” by the mob. 
Not counting the 2,000 ta 3,000 converts 
vho have been massacred by the Boxers 
inside Peking it was estimated when T left 
that over 4,00) peacerble citizens hid also 
hoon slain in the mélée. ‘The Tarter and 
Forbidden cities were filled to oveiflowin, 
with Boxers and Manchu troops at first, 
which cansed a panie amongst the Princes, 
Dakes, Nobles and members of the Imperial 
clan and other Banners, who were afraid 
that they alsq would be plundered as soon 
asthe Boxers got beyond contra’, and so 
by diplomacy they managed to clear both 
cities of their dangerous friends, olosed the 
gates and placed strong guards of Banner 
men, to prevent further ingress of out- 
siders. The Tartar city gates are now only 
‘opened a couple of hours to enable 
residents to purchase things from the 
other cities. To show how popular the 
Lonxers are with the Manchus, in front of 
the Palaces of each Prince, Duke and 
Noble there are Boxer altars, or recruiting 
places. 

“On the 19th of June, Jung Lu, who 
lad always advocated the suppression of 
the Boxers, having received dispatches

from the Vicercys and Governors south of 
the Yellow River urging the same step, 
thought to back up his policy hy quoting 
the provincial dispatches at the Grand 
Council that morning. A great clamour 
at once rose amongst the other Grand 
Councillors headed hy Prince Taan and 
Kang Yi, who denounced Jung Lu as a 
traitor and literally overwhelmed him by 
their numbers, Finally, in spite of the 
endeavours of the Empress Dowager to 
restore order, Prinee Tuan and Kang Yi 
cried ont that they would take all the 
responsibility of the war against foreigners, 
and rushed out of the Grand Couneil Chun: 
ber, ali decorum and etiquette heing thrown 
tothe winds. The Empress Dowager left 
the Couneil Chamber in despair and has 
not heen heard of sinee, nor the Emperor. 
They are said to be under restraint of 
Prince Tuan's men in the Palace. When 
known to the Eunuchs and Palace 
s they raised the ery of “Up with 
‘Ta Tsing dynasty and’ down with the 
ners!” which was taken up by the 
populace in the Tartar city, An hour 
fterwards began the reign of Prince ‘Tuan 
and his clique.

H. E. the Viceroy Li Hung-chang says, 
in his reply to the petitions of the Directors 
of different charitable institutions and the 
various Committees, in which they urged 
him to remain in Canton in view of the 
present difficulties in the North, that as a 
Minister he is bound to protect the 
dominions of his sovereign under any cir- 
cumstancos whatever, and to act fur the 
good of the people. As they are afraid that 
the numbers of soldiers in Canton are not 
enough for its protection, he has doubled 
the force by sending for the trocps of 
General Wong Kum-fuk, of Sonyang and 
Onynng, to come biek quickly for the 

rotection of the pewple. In case he should 
Iya to leav will do his best for 
their welfare.” He has given orders to 
the troops to keep strict watch every- 
where, and as to Shameen he has 
also doubled the force for its pro- 
tection, so as to ensure amity and friend- 
ship between China and foreign nations. 
OF late he has been receiving telegrams 
every day about the fight between the for- 
eign soldiers and the Boxers, which sreatly 
terrified the capitaland the Imperial Palace. 
Being at so great adistance, he wishes from 


























the depth of his heart that he could fly 
thither for the deliverance of the Imperial 
| Government; but he cannot, His heart, 
| he continues, is burning with so strong a

Knowing, as he does, the difficulty of the

ANIC AND PRECAUTIONS IN SHAME! 

In consequence of the rumours and”pla 
ards of the last few days there has been 
continuous exodus of Chinese with their 
families to Hongkong and Macao. A great 
amber of ladies and children from Shameen 
have left, and the missionary ladies too, ( 
an oceasion like this people are apt to make 
avery great fuss. It is not likely that tho 
rebels, or whoever they are, will come to 
Shameen so suddenly,” ‘Chey will have to 
make preparations; for instance, they wi 
have to call a meeting to decide upon the 
plan of attack, ty make red flags and red 
sashes as insignia of rebellion, to select 
a place of rendezvous, to prepare 
provisions, arms and’ ammunition, 
and find a chief to direct the attack ; they 
will have to terrorise the working classes 
and the market-people, and compel them 
to “strike,” so that they may join them ; 
and then, by way of preliminary, they will 
perhaps insult and provoke Ku 

ive trouble to the native Christians, &e. 
However, as HK. Li Hung-chang cannot 
decide yet whether he will yo north until 
the receipt of a definite answer to his 
telegram, and as Shameen is quite open 
and unprotected, it would he well for the 
authorities, amongst other preparations, to 
place a Gatling gin facing the entrance 
tocach of the bridges, and have adozen or 
two marines or soldiers patrolling night 
and day ou the Bund, ‘Then Shameen will 
be one of tho safest places. A corps of 
solunteers formed from the residents of 
Shameen does not answer the purpose, for 
most of them are business men and have to 
attend to their duties. Shameen enn stand 
out for one day as regards provisions, for 
we are dependent upon the Chineso for 
every necessary. Chinese police and sol 
diets ate not trustworthy, and in case of 
trouble they will run away and bo the fiest 
to turn their woxpons against foroignors. 
It is a rule with the Chinose officials, which 
they deem the best policy, that whenever 
a rumour of rising is about, somo criminals 
must be brought from gaol and beheaded, 
to strike terror into the hearts of all 
raftians, On the 26th ult. 63 pirates, rebels, 
and thieves were executed, some’ by bo- 
heading and others by being strangled in 
in the new wooden exges. Amongst them 
was ons who incited the mob of Sunday, 
the 24th, to attack Shameen,

FLIGHT FROM HsiicHoLFU. 

A correspondent writing about Hsjichou- 
fu, N.W. Kiangsu, tells the following 
stor 

Up to June 25th this city was quiet. 
Not that there were not ugly rumours in 
circulation about exterminating the for- 
eigners and their adherents, but these were 
prohably manufactured to terrify the native 
converts; atany rate_no demonstrations 
were made and the officials were friendly, 
and we were in great hopes that it would 
not be necessary to withdraw, After the 
20th ult.. however, telegrams from friends 
in the South began to come in warning 
us that the situation was perilous, and 
not to attempt to remaii We decided to 
call on the Taotai and see if he could give 
us any encouragement. He was quite 
frank, d told us he would have one 
heart:hurden less if we would withdraw, 
and offered us an escort as far as Txing- 
kiangpu. The magistrate also promised to 
station men, near our premises to watch, 
d later sett a kind note asking if we had 
any valuables that we were particularly 
concerned about, to send them into his 
yamén, which offer we accepted. The trip 
Across country three days to Hsuchien was 
without event. The people away from 
the large centres seemed to be either 
very ignorant or very indifferent in re- 
gard to the situation. At Hsuchien, 
which is practically the head of navi: 
tion on the Grand Canal at this time 
fon account of scarcity of water, we saw 
Inrge stores of ammunition and firearms 
being transferrel from boats to carts 
for the overland journey, about five 
hundred miles, to Tientsin; every available 
vehicle was being impressed, mill-carts, 
ox-carts, wheel-barrows, ete. It is certainly 
remarkable that with wife and baby T 
could go into a native inn filled with 
armed Chinese soldiers, on their way to 
fight with our own countrymen, and yet 
have no insult offered us. On reaching 
‘Tsinekiangpu we found things more serious. 
‘The Taotai, indeed all the principal officials, 
wore very uneasy, and were urging the few 
foreigners who remained to leave at once 
or he could not answer for their lives. A 
crowd soon collected near our boat shouting 
“ Kill the foreign devil,” w finally we 
had to raise snctinr and drop down stvenm 
adistince. ‘The next day we got on board 
the steam launch and reached Chinkiang 
without trouble,

ANTICIPATED DANGER TX YANGCHIOW. 

The local mandarins have received 
dispatches from Yangchow concerning 
the doings of the notorious Li Ping-héng 
in that city. which unless immediat -ly 
counteracted will it is feared imperil the 
peace of Yangchow, and the north bank 
of the Yangtze. It is stated that when 
Li Ping-héng arrived at Yangchow on 
the 27th ultimo en route to Tsingkiangpu 
and the North, ho at once ordered the 
local civil and inilitary authorities before 























him and instructed them to raiso as many 
troops and militia as possible and await 
further orders. ‘The augmented militia 
were in future to be known as “ Patriot 
soldiers” —in affinity with the designation 
assumed by the Tho Ch'tans—and uni- 
forms bearing the words “Patriot sol- 
dier” (I-yung) were to be supplied to 
each militiaman. So great is the fear of 
the local officials of Li Ping-héng, all the 
militiamen came out in the new uniforms 
the very next day. On the 29th of June 
the local magistrates were approached by 
the Rev. L. W. Pierce, of the American 
Baptist (South) Mission requesting pro- 
tection for himself, family and mission 
property. ‘The magistrate Chou then asked 
Li Ping-héng for instructions what to do 
in the matter. The reply was that 
“Patriot soldiers” should be sent to 
protect the Mission property, but the 
magistrate was not to protect the mis- 
sionary nor any foreigners in his jurisdi 
tion, but to wait for orders from’ Peking. 
‘All ‘these orders aro being observed by 
the local mandarins and will be an incen- 
tive to local outlaws to attack foreigners. 
Li Ping-héng left Yangchow on the Ist 
July, and arrived at ‘Tsingkiangpu but 
id ot land, passing straight on for the 
North.

BOXER PILLAGE AND MURDER.

Hsii Tung was a 
Chinese Bannerman, and was last January 
appointed Assistant Imperial Tutor to the 
Ueir-Apparent. He was a most bigoted 
yeactionist and during the Emperor's Re- 
form Government repeatedly asked leave 
to retire as he “could not bear to be an 
‘¢ participant in the ruin of China, to 
which the Emperor and bis advisers were 
rapidly driving her.” ‘The prayers to retire 
often refused by the Empress 
wer, ty whom they Were made, who 
consoled the old man with * just wait and 
see.” ‘The massacra of Hsi Tung, who

‘The reason was not far to 
sek, the Hsinehi being freighted with 
jrefuzees from the ill-fated city of Tient- 
‘sin. As the steamer hauled” in, many 
eager eyes ashore searched the ‘rows of 
faces along the steamer’s rail and, once 

Je fast, there was such a rush up the 
j accommodation Lulder as prevented anyone 
attempting to come ashore. On all hands 
ere anxious enquiries and hearty greet 
ings and congratulations. ‘Oh tell me, 
please, is my husband, safe?” one lady 
asked ‘of a passenger, and another lady, 
with a lanzh that had little mirth in it, told 
her friends she had just learnt that her 
house was deste -yed and that she had lost 
oversthing. In every quarter were refugees 
and passenzers (there 1s an obvious distine- 













































hore) narrating to friends their terrible 
experiences, and the Chinese passengers, 
too, were as eagerly besieged by their 





friends, Many of the European’ women 
Looked pale and worn, as well they might 
after the cruel ordeal they have gone 
throug, Without change of clothes, and 
wearied and worn with waiting for 
aid in the shell-swept city, they have 
horne up nobly, but now comes the time 
of reaction, and the mind reverts to the 
horrors of the past.

He is 
ner ina house with 200 other 
influential Chinese aud thei ilies, 
He was at the railway station when the 
troops came up under Captain Bayley, 
as in command of the British 

force of Admiral Seymour in Tientsin, The 
men had come down to zo 23 4 relief expedi- 
tw Peking, and numbered 75 of exch 
nationality. Captain Bayley demanded a 
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train from Tong, who refused aid detied 
the officer to take one. Captain Bayley 
used some strong Anglo-Saxon and 
threateried to hang Tong to one of his 
bridges. Mi. Tong’ said * You are assun 
hig an awful responsibility,” and the captain 
Teplied that he would assume it. He then 
ordered « bayonet charge on the railway 
shed. The troops got a train out, equipped 
it, and sent it” out at 4 p.m. that 
day. On Monday, the 11th, and Tues- 
day, the 12th, small fires im the native 
city’ were easily visible from the towers 
of the Gordon Hall, Qn Wednesday 
night they assumed greater magnitude, 
and on Thursday and Friday the place 
was one vast sea of fire. It looked to 
me as if the whole place was des- 
troyed, but I am told it was not. On 
Friday night the French Cathedral and 
mission churches were burnt. It was re- 
ported that the Viceroy’s yamén had 
heen burnt down and that he had poisoned 
himself, but this has no confirmation, 
‘The first firing commenced on the Foreign 
Settlement on Saturday morning, when a 
horde tried to invade the Seitlement 
from the Taku Road, but were repulsed 
by U.S. marines from the Monocacy 
and Yorktown, one of the marines 
hing killed and another wounded. On 
the same day, at sunset, heavy firing 
began all round the settlement and lasted 
all night, weakening at daylight. On 
Sunday, the 17th, a pitched battle took 
place between the Russian regiment under 
Col, Unesimoff, together with the combined 
British, German, Austrian, and Itslian 
troops, 'and the Chinese. ‘The foreigners 
totalled less than 2,000 men, against an 
overwhelming enemy, whose "numbers 
are purely problematical. ‘The battle 
raged for six doubtful hours. ‘The foreign 
troops, entrenched along the railway 
embankment, fired volley afrer volley, but 
theie fire was ineffectual after six hours, 80 
numerous were the Chinese. Despite 
enormous loss the euemy closed ranks and 
advanced a little. ‘The situation was 
now more desperate. Captain Bayley 
had placed himself under Colonel 
Unesimoff, as the latter had more ex- 
perience ‘of fighting barbarians. The 
Colonel ordered a bayonet charge as a last 
resource to prevent the invasion of the 
Settlement, ‘The charye way mado at mid- 
day, and the Russians alone lost chat day 
216%n killed and wounded. ‘Theso figures 
T got from Mr. Batty, a Russian tea mer- 
chant, at whose placs the Russians had 
their headquarters. Every foreigner thinks 
that, but for the Russians, there would 
not have been one foreigner left alive 
in the Settlement. Colonel Cnesimoff had 
landed in Tientsin on the night of the 12th 
of June, with instructions to proceed to 
Pekin, ‘and it was providential that he 
was delayed awaiting stores, etc., from 
‘Taku. While waiting, the situation had 
Decome s» critical that he waived his 
instructions and stayed for the defence of 
Tientsin. Had he followed instructions 
and gone to Peking not one European 
would have been left alive to-day. After 
the battle there was comparative quiet, 
followed hy o2easional shooting from houses 
and trees, One of the Circus men, George 
Darrell, was shot in the back of the head 
and the bullet lodged in his brain, He 
was ‘sniped’ near the Victoria Hall in the 
main steeet, two blocks from the Astor 
House. ‘The hospital was crowded and so too 
was the Tientsin Club, which was used as a 
hospital ; the wounded troops of course 
had the preference and there was no time 
to attend to Darrell. He was delirious 
and was taken to a private house and 
attended by doctor, after which he was 
taken to the French Hospital. Theard just 
before Ileft that he had died under an 
operation. 

“On Monday, the 18th of June, the 
bombardment began, and at 2 p.m. from 
all directions came ‘shells. Among the 
first places hit were the Astor House and 















































Gordon Hall, a big shell bursting in the 
Gardens atthe latter place. Nightfall 
only heizhtened the suspense. The women 
and children fled to the Gordon Hall for 
shelter. Everyone knew the meagre force 
they had with which to oppose an over- 
whelming enemy. For the first time the 
Chinese abandoned their “No can see, no 
can saree” policy, and at night they made 
the place » perfect hell with shell-Sre, Te 
was a very black night and te continuous 
firing was kept up from sunset to sunrise. 
‘The enemy's numbers and equipment made 
them more hopeful and us nore despond- 
ent. Our meagre troops barely sufficed to 
cover the large fire zone. The Russians 
had 1,100 and the o*hers did not make up 
2,000, and of these there were many killed 
and wounded. The Settlement was all 
exposed, and, let alone any aggressive 
move, the defence occupied them all. We 
welcomed the next day as if it were our 
last, and there was a look of despair on 
many brave men’s faces, On Tuesday the 
telephone and telegraph wires were cut and 
strungknee-high across the streets to act as a 
network in preparation for an expected 
invasion at night. Hongs and godowns 
were ransacked and all of us were as 
busy as beavers barrieading the Settle- 
ment. with bales and boxes of all descrip- 
tions. At 2 p.m. began the same hellish 
bombardment of the previous day. The 
Gordon Hall, where the women and chil- 
dren were, was struck twice, one shell 
entering the stage wall but’ fortunately 
not exploding. Night came and still no 
reinforcements. 
‘On Wednesdiy, 20th of June, the Rus- 
sian and British marines set most of the 
Chinese property in the Settlement on 
fire. Meanwhile skirmishing was going 
on all round and never ceased. At 2 p.m. 
the shelling again began and soon nearly 
every house in the town had a shell in it. 
The town is now a total wreck. On the 
2ist the bombardment began at daylight 
and we had the same storm of iron and 
lead. We first heard the boom of distant 
cannonading, but whether from reinforce- 
ments for us, or Admiral Seymour's 
column or for the Chinese none could 
tell. We all had conflicting doubts and 
hopes and fears as to the reinforcemen 
iday, still the same fusillading 
ardment. On this evening w 
the first rocket signals and C 
Bayley estimated they were on the bor- 
ders of the native city, and we again heard 
the distant cannonading. On Saturday 
at 11 a.m. there came in 130 marines 
and the Ist Regiment of Cavite from the 
Nashville and the Solace. The relict 
column marched past the Gordon Hall, 
weary and dusty after two days’ con- 
tinuous fighting, and were closely follow- 
ed by about 100 British marines, 300 
Welsh Pasiliers, the Weihaiwei | con- 
tingent, Sikhs from Hongkong and the 
Germans, Russians, and Italians—-their 
numbers I did not obtain. They were all 
parched and half-starved, anticipating 
no such a march, and each party bore a 
sad burden of dead, dying, and wounded. 
Tt was their distant cannonading we had 
heard for two days, A small party of 
Americans had come within fire miles of 
Tientsin_ without knowing where they 
were. For want of a gnide they were 
eventually detached from the main body 
and were practically ambushed, being 
attacked by a big Chinese force. The 
Americans were repulsed and retreated 
for 17 miles being obliged to leave many 
of their wounded behind. By the way, 
they saw the Chinese take up some 
of the American wounded and cut 
them to pieces and the Boxers cut 
the head off a wounded American and 
fae it of. ‘The column had 2 
jearty reception as each contingent pass 
ed the Gordon Hall, and it was a fight 
one could never forget. Only those who 
have experienced it cau feel the real 
horrors of war and the depth of gratitude 





























































to the relievers. Willing hands soon placett 
such refreshments as wero available 
at the disposal of the troops and that 
night, for the first time, we had a chance 
of sleeping with our hoots off. On Sunday, 
2th of June, the relief column was tov 
fatigued with the suspense and weariness 
of fighting, to do anything but rest. 
Admiral Seymour's rocket signals were 
again seen. On Sunday night a_ reli 
column of 1,000 Russians, 300 British 
marines, and 200 international, marines 
started to relieve Admiral Seymour's 
command. They found them éncamp- 
ed G miles from the Settlement in 
the arsenal, their last possible stand, 
unable to move for the number of wounded 
and dead. They reported that when 10 
miles from Tientsin the train was sur- 
rounded by Boxers who quickly destroyed 
the telegraph lines, bridges, and railway 
line, cutting the column off from all rein- 
forcements. They had to do or die and 
they fought day after day with daily in- 
creasing casualties till within 20 miles of 
Peking, when the situation became so 
hopeless that a retreat was ordered. The 
fighting during the retreat was even more 
severe. Halfway back they were unable to 
carry the wounded for want of stretchers 
and’ they were put on junks while the 
others fought along the river banks till 
they reached the arsenal. They could not 
take the place by rifle fire and as in the 
afiair at the railway the bayonet charge 
was ordered as a last resource. ‘The men 
scaled the mud walls and encamped there 
a final station. Immense stores of 
ammunition, rifles, and field guns of latest 
type were found there. We had only # 
few field pieces in the Settlement, but 
the arsenal was fired and the cuns tum- 
bled into the Peiho, the relief being wholly 
occupied in attending their wounded and 
burying their dead, ‘Two Americans were 
killed outright while burying a comrade, 
“For two hours the long procession 
carrying its dead and wounded came down 
Victoria Road, a woefully graphic picture 
of the miseries of war.” On Tuesday, 
the 26th cf June, a united international 
advance on an arsenal 3 miles. distant: 
from the Settlement was made and proved 
the hottest battle of the sieze so far, razing 

































































without intermission until 3 pan. with 
ery conflicting fortune as witnessed 
fon Gordon Hall Tower. Finally the 


plice was captured hy a desperate bayonet 
ch ‘These chares have achieved all 
the victories we have won. ‘The want of 
cavalry and ef tugs and lighters are the 
ve great needs of Tientsi 
Another sad procession of killed and 
wounded came to the hospital after the 
battle. On the 27th there was the same 
bombardinent and fusillading all round and 
fires ayain made night luminous, this time 
the fumes being right in the Settlement, 
feeding on vast stores of rice, sugar, etc., 
so urgently needed by the troops, On thy 
28th we had a comparatively quiet day, 
and life actually seemed stale aud unpro- 
fitable minus the daily hail of death- 
dealing shot. and shell.

A “TERRIBLY UNSETTLED” 

COUNTR' 

One of the notable things of the present 
{rouble is the remarkable way in which—ai 
east in a broad, general way—travell 
tales agree. They agree in a serious in- 
sistence on the magnitude of the trouble in 
the North, of the wide scope of the native 
disaffection. As to the causes of the trouble 
there is not such unanimity of statement. 
Yesterday a representative of the * North- 
China Daily News” had an interview with 
Mr. Gervase Cooke, of the British and 
Chinese Mining Corporation, who. recent- 
ly escaped from Nanpiao, which is in the 
Chaoyung district, and on the railway 
which runs from Shanbaikuan. He Brot 
told of his escape. 

“We received a wire,” he said, “with 
orders to leave for Newehwang on 
the 16th of June. We could not leave at 
that time, and on the 23rd there ar- 
rived from Pingehiien, in the Jéhol 
district, another party of r fugees. ‘They 
were Mr. and Mrs. ‘Stephens and three 
children, Mr. and Mrs. Eager and two 
children, Mr. Grant, and Miss Moore. 
They decided not to remain with us, as 
they thought they could get on at once. 
They had not got further than 10 i, how- 
ever, when the state of the country decided 
them to return, which they did on the 24th. 

“Te was not until the 27th of June 
that we were able to make a move. 
‘Then we got down to Kinchou, under 
an escort of soldiers. Two years ago, 
when we started mining operations, we 
had such trouble with the brigands ‘who 
infest the country, that an appeal to the 
authorities had to be made, with the 
result that 2,000 soldiers were sent down, 
some 40 brigauds were beheaded, and a

These people made an 
attempt on our lines the night before wo 
left Nanpiao. They could not get at us 
i Chinese guard certainly 
ur lives—but their plan was. to 
y the houses adjoining ours, and to 
set fire to our dwellings. This is the course 
of action generally pursued in the North. 
From that ict, and from Mongolia 
and Manchuria bodies of Chinese 
troops are pouring down. The railway 
from Kinchou to Shanhaikuan is being 
run by the Chinese, and the troops aro 
being taken down and thence drafted to 
Peking and to Tientsin. We have seen 
sigus of trouble for months.” 






















A GUNBOAT FOR NEWCHWANG 
IMPERATIVELY NEEDED. 

Mr. Cooke, in this interview, laid stress 
on the imperative need of a gunboat, or 
warship of some sort, at Newchwang. 
Our representative mentioned a telegram 
which had been received in Shanghai, 
dated Weihaiwei, 28th June, to the elfect 
that H.M.S. Aurora was at Newehwang, 
but Mr. Cooke was strongly of opinion 
that this was an error. ‘This is borne out, 
moreover, by a statement in a letter from 
Newchwang which will be found in 
another column. From the Consuls down- 
wards, Mr. Cooke said, the plea for tho 
necessity of a warship there was urgent.

REBELLIONS IN CHINA. 


(D. 

Rebollions, during the present century, 
have been both indigenous and perennial 
in Chin ‘Travellers, merchants, officials 
and missionaries have ceased to take any 
special interest in them, unless these out- 
bursts threaten their personal interests. It 
is assumed that after the loss of a few lives 
aud the burning of a few dwellings tho 
outburst will die out. ‘The present ro- 
bellion, horerer, is @ horse of another 
colour. The fierce energy of its outbreak 
and the ferocious cruelty of its progress 
have almost taken one’s breath away. 
China has not been accustomed to express 
herself in this way; consequently, the 
lightning rapidity and colossal proportions 
of this Boxer movement have disarranged 
the calculations of the ordinary European, 
and shown him that after all it is never 
safe to assume that things will continue as 
they have been. ‘The energy of action and 
savage deeds of the Borers have, moreover, 
roused European Governments into action, 
and have proved, to all and sundry, thab 
acrash is impending. During the last five 
years, no less than four disturbances haye 
attracted the more or Jess intelligent ins 
terest of Europeans in Chins 
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‘The attempt of Sun Yat-sen, in October 
1896, to massacre the officials of Canton, is 
yet fresh in our memory. It transpired 
indeed that that was a very flimsy affair. 
‘No leader appeared worthy of the name, It 
certainly had no grip on any section of the 
people. No doubt if it had succeeded, a 
following would have appeared, which 
would have joined the movement ‘through 
love of loot and pillage. As a fact, it 
never assumed serious dimensions, ‘nor 
offered a real_menace to the naudlin 
Government, The barrels of “e-ment” 
ett on the wharf xt Canton, with no one 
to claim them, because the consignee, 
having heard rumours that the unler- 
taking had miscarvied, hid himself before 
he was in danger, and the few hundred

to attack an Empire and win x throne, 
—-all of whom were arrested when they 
reached Canton by the Chinese mmdarins, 
who lad been advised of their approach 
by the Government i cong—made 
the attempt ridiculous, ant failure a 
foregone ¢ melusion, \empt really 
retrogradeil the object which it wis sup- 
posed to forward, What was the avowed 
object of this outbreak ? For some months 
before the flash in the pan, it was an open 
secret that an attempt woull be made 
to overthrow the present dynasty, to 
dethrone Kuang Hsti, to assadsinate’ the 
mandutins and their ‘supporters, and to 
brush aside all the emblems and insignia 
of their authority, ‘Lhe mandarins were 
to be hurled into the oblivion of death, 
Their tablets, banners, and umbrellas 
were to be swept into the lumber-room of 
effete and useless odds and ends, How 
far this movement was bound up with 
and even alliliated to either the ‘Triad 
or the Ko Lio Society will perhaps never 
be known. Its avowed object, as far ns it 
could be gathered from stray ref. 
from the lips of those familiar with the 
plans and purposes of the lewlers of the 
outbreak, was stated tobe the same as 
these famous Societies. But, from | 
competent leaders, of organisati 
depth of conviction, and of inspiring ‘out- 
look, the outbrenk dissipated and dissolved 
itself like a pinch of salt on a wet day, 
and disappeared. 

‘The next rebellion that made itself real 
to the residents of South Chins burst forth 
in Kuangsi in 1898. This outbreak cost 
far more lives than the abortive attempt 
in Canton, inasmuch as it always costs 
more to root up weeds that haye begun to 
grow than it does to overturn the seedlip 
and knock down the sower before he hy 
begun to scatter his seed. In the district, 
of Tangun, the robellion tryed for a time. 
Battles were fought. Cravlties were 
wrought, Butcheries wera effected. The 
floating bodies of the slain filled the rivers. 
‘Yho usual steps were tardily taken by the 
Chinese Government which only merited 
a passing notice and evoked a feeble 
interest. on the part of Europeans, and the 
outbreak was crushed. ‘Tho farmers again 
turned to the cultivation of the land and the 
rearing of pigs, and the shopkeepers sold 
their incense sticks and pickled cabbace. 
‘This rebellion was local in its extent and 
seemed to have no particular connection with 
anything deeper or more wide-reaching than 
a mere ephemeral snarl against the local 
authorities aud their exactions. In China 
such an outbreak is always a possihiliry, 
and in some parts of the Empire evidenze 
is generally forthcoming that under- 
neath the surface the smouldering embers 
burn. As in a large voleano, although 
the fires underneath may not be powerful 
enough to throw pillars of smoke and 
forks of flame, molten rocks, and streams

It is otherwise in the case of Chins, 
and it is too early to form plins and ideas 
with rewied to its future. In the mean- 
time it is ours ty go forward for the sup- 
pression of the present roactionary move- 
ment, and the establishment of a’state of 
peace and order, Wa are compellel to do 
this, and happily we are able to do it 
all the more easily and speedily by the 
union and c»-operation of the various Great 
Powers, who are equally interested in the 
work and are musing their forces for the 
accomplishment of it. We leave the con- 
sideration of the means hy which it 

be effected to these who are charged with 
it, and trust it will be carried out in 
the sume harmonious ivnuee in which 
it new seems to be. 

Let me briefly state some of the chief 
reasons for our intervention in the present 
instance, and for our going through with 
it to the’end, Not that there is any neces- 
sity for a statement of the kind, as if thero 
were any doubt about it, but simply that 
the occasion of it may be more deeply i 
pressed upon us. What is the real condi- 
tion of things that calls for action on 
our part? What is the object of it? 
and for whom and for whit is the obliga- 
tion laid upon us to go forward? First 
of all, there is practically no government 
in China, The power has been assumed 
by such as had no right to it, and 
not only is no control exercised over the 
constituted forces of the empire, but those 
have been actually incorporated with large 
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hands of outlaws, whose 
spread destruction of life and property, 
native and foreign. This has been already 
catried on toa large extent, an] will be far 
more so unless the movement is suppressed. 
At one time, and that recently, there was 
ope for China in the way of improvement 
and reform, but that hay been summarily 
done away ‘with, and every attempt of the 
kind has met with bloodshed aud bunish- 
ment. ther the case is a most agyra- 
vated one, and if allowed to ga on will bo 

















Gisastrous to the interests of trade and 


commerce, the rights and liberties of 
foreign res dents guaranteed hy treaty, the 
diffusion of Christianity and the peace 
and safety of its professors. Great and 
grave issues like these are at stake in the | 
onward course of the present movement 
and, in no small measure, have already 
occurred, to the serious detriment of mang 
who have suffered in consequence. 

Is all this to be endured in peace and | 
quietness?

prople at large, while, in fact, we are 
the ouly parties who haye iv in oar 
power to ut it down and effect the | 
pacification of the country—nay, in add 
tion, we ourselves have suffered grestly 
in connection with it—and on grounds 
such as these are we not warranted 
and compelled to take active aud vi 
steps to do what wa can for the hi 
benefit of China? Were called to do it} 
in the interests of humanity, social order, 
political and commercial advancement, and 
hotter still, of Christianity, with regard to 
which we cmnnot. but think the movement, 
though designed to erase the faith and 
prof xsion of it, will bo overruled so as to 
contribute to its spread and observance | 
throughout the country. 

What then? The requirement is to zo | 
forward and go through with it, not in| 
a cruel and vindicti but as) 
impelled hy the highest considerations, as 
if the peice and welfare of China wero 
dependent on us, and only as we move in 
regard to it will the great possibilities of 
China in the best and noblest. sense be 
attained. How the various Powers in- 
volved are likely to act in the settlement wo 
cannot presume to say, but it is a grand 
and glorious opportunity for working out 
the supreme good of China, Other 
schemes have been preposed by the 
adoption of old and new measures, but 
they have miserably failed, having uo 
power to back them upor from being 
radically unfitted to effect the end in view. | 
Now the means are at our command. | 
Will they be taken advantage of and 
the maguificent object he sought after, 
namely, the reform and regeneration 
of China, not our own selfish and jevlous 
ideas and plays? Where in the history of | 
the world hias such an end been presented, | 
when we consider the immensity of this 
country and its population, the grandeur 
of its’ resources, physical, mental, ant | 
moral, and the opportunity it furnishes for 
the conversion and renovation of such 
vast portion of the human race? [tis in 
‘our hands.

It may not be generally known that, 
while the area of the houses is barely a 
square mile, the line of circumference of 
the defences measures eight miles. ‘To 
defend this, barely 800 men were available, 
of whom 400 were the Town Guard. 

Our artillery consisted of four old muzzle. 
loading 7-pounders, which were constantly 
in the blacksmith’s shop undergoing 1¢- 
pairs, four Maxims, one Hotebkiss, one 
Nordenfeldt, one old ship gun firing canuon- 
balls, and a home-made howitzer. 

None of this artillery had more than 
8,000 yards range, 

For eight montis the Boers had bullied 
us with modern artillery, and we had to 
sit dumb, but yesterday we had our 
revenge. 

It is impossible to express the delight 
of the town at seeing the fine Royal Horse 
and Canadian Artillery gallop gaily into 
action after their marvellous march of 300 
miles in twelve days, and then watehing 
the effect of their accurately aimed shells, 
mostly high shrapnel, bursting immediately 
over the Iaager,

Sth of April the four Powers—Great 
in, France. Germany, and the United 
States—united in a Note to the Tsungli 
Yamén, demanding, under severe threats, 
the suppression of the Boxers in Shantuny, 
within two months. Unfortunately the 
rebellion has since matured so far as to 
haveapparently got beyond Chinese control, 
and the difliculty of water communication 
up the Peiho—which is a shallow stream, 
with an awkward bat across its month at 
Taku—preslades the co-operation of gun- 
boats, Five hundred refugees are reported 
to have sought. protection in the French 
Cathedral at Peking, an incident tending, 
no doubt, to account for the presence 






























of a French war vessel wh com. 
pany with the American cruiset Newark, 
ly arrived at Taku. On the whole, 





the situation is precisely what xny ow 
ful observer of Chinese polities might 
have expected. The fixed wnti-foreign 
proclivities of the Empress-mother have 
encouraged the secret societies in the 
northern provinces to do their utmost to 
press anil molest the Christin residents 
and their native converts. The Powers 














have naturally insisted on the prompt 
restoration of order and the condign 
pu 


ishment of the rebels, and the Empress 
her Ministers find too Inte that the 
risings they have tacitly encouraged are 
now so powerful as not to be easily sup- 
pressed. Hitherto the Powers have been 
so much occupied in thwarting exch 
other's policy in Peking as to hestow but 
little heed on the security of their re- 
presentatives and subjects in that remote 
and isolated capital, It will be » fortunate 
circumstance if the present trouble leads 
them to realise that if the cause of the 
world’s commerce and civilisation in China 
is 10 be advanced, this will be better 
chieved by ioyal co-operation than by the 
jealousy and divisions which have hitherto 
so effectually retarded the peaceful devel- 
pment of the Celestial Kmpice.

person shall make an entry or distress

T do not know what the Chinese law on 
the point is bnt [helieve that the time of 
Timitation is even shorter than that which 
Thave quoted. 

The Magistrate—Three years. 
‘Mr. Phillips T understood it was short- 

So that both by English and Chinese 
Law Mr. Hogg has lost his right to this 
land. But he now after this lapse of up- 
wards of 30 years says he has the right to it 
by the mere production of a title dood. 

T do not propose to call evidence, the 
witnesses I could call would in the main 
only give the same testimony as those 
called by the plaintiff. That isto say, they 
have never paid reut; they have alwars 

















asserted that the land was theirs; and 
that they have paid the native land tax. 
These points were proved by the witnesses 
called, they are sufficient for my purpose, 
so that it would be a waste of time if T 
were to call witnesses to prove the same. 

Now what has Mr. Hogg's conduct with 
regard to this land been during all these 
sears in which he has had the management 
or owned it: he is a gentleman of keen 
business qualities, and is it possible to 
imagine that if he had thought he had a 
good title to the land, he would have ab- 
stained from taking strong legal measures 
against these people who were the whole 
time denying his right to it. He has 
stated that the money was always ready, 
that he sent tipaos and others telling the 
people to come and receive it. I am re- 
minded of the girl calling the ducks, “Come 
you little dears and be killed,” but the peo- 
ple did not come. If they ever were in- 
vited, they said the land belonged to them. 
The land has been of great value for years 
past, and it is a question I cannot answer, 
why’ Mr. Hogg did not take strong mea 
sures to establish his alleged right to it. 
Now I contend Mr. James Hogg was not 
entitled'to the deed in 1864. The contract 
was that he was to pay the balange of the 
purchase money on obtaining the, deed. 

is was never done, an now, for the first 
time 36 years after, the amount is tendered. 
It is clear that there was a breach of con- 
tract. I will read the evidence taken at 
the hearing of the snit in 1870. 

Sun She-hay stated, “That they repeat- 
edly applied for payment of the balance 
value of the land.” Wang Kwun stated, 
“ When Mr. Hogg bought the land he paid 
Tis. 1,800 and he promised to pay the other 
half when the title deed is obtained. The 
je deed has been obtained and applica- 
tions for payment were made, when Mr. 
Hogg said he had no money and he did not 
want to use the land for the present and 
we could stop on the land.” 

The judgment of the Court was, “That 
the unpaid balarice of Tis. 1,800 should be 
paid and Tis. 1,800 for renioval expenses 
and upon payment the houses were to be 
removed and possession of the land giv 
to the holder of the title deed.” “That 
jndgment has never been acted upon by 
Mr. Hozg until the present time. To sun 
uup my case I havo two points: the first is, 
that Mr. James Hogg broke his contract 
and therefore never had a right to the 
title deed which he obtained. Secondly, if 
he did obtain a right to the land, it has 
learly been lost by the lapse of 36 
ince it accrued. I therefore ask t 
Court will give judgment in favour of my 
clients and allow them to remain in the 
enjoyment of the land which has so long 
been held by them and their ancestors. 

Mr. Nelaon then gave a short history of 
the proceedings. He said :—The land was 
purchased in 1864, from people who are 
now nearly all dead, for a certain sum of 
money and a sum of money was also to be 
paid for the removal of certain houses then 
on the land. An amount of money was 
paid, not as bargain money, but as a por. 
tion of the purchase money, the balance to 
he paid when certain things were done by 
the original owner. Tt appears that some 
difficulty must have occurred between 
the original owners and the purchaser, 
the present plaintiff's hrother, as to the 
amount to be paid for removal of the 
huildings, and owing to this the case was 
brought before the Mixed Court in 1870 
when the judgment was given that the 
cost of reniosal of buildings be reduced to 
‘Tis. 1.800, thus leaving a balance due from 

of Tis. 3,600. As has been 
sively by a large mass of 
idence, Mr. E. J. Hogg, first as 
agent for his brother, the original pur- 
chaser, and afterwards on hic own behalf, 
has endeacoured peaceably to make the 
occupiers of the lot do what they under- 
































































took to do aud what they were ordered to 
do by this Court. 

‘The defence set up that as Mr. Hoge 
didnot take legal proceedings, but pre- 
ferred to endeavour to arrange the matter 
inan amieable manner, he should lese hie 
property, and that # title deed issued by 
the Taotai and, as has been proved hy the 
face of it, one that has been through the 
Land Office in recent years, and again 
stampel by the Taotai, should bo of no 
effect. This must be one of the most dan- 
gerous sugyestions that it is possible for 
any litigant, or advocate representing him, 
to put forward, and if it were allowed to 
hold it would be impossible for anybody to 
know with certainty what was his title to 
land in Shanghai, 

As has heen quoted by Mr. Phillips, the 
Inte Sie Nicholas Hanven made, in a very 
celebrated case in the British Court, some 
very strong remaths as to what he con- 
sidered the validity of a title deed stamped 
by the Taotai and issued in the ordinary 
way throngh the Land Office, He said ay 
follows : 

“I am of opinion that the Taotai’s 
deed must be taken as conclusive evid- 
ence that the person named in the 
deed is the legal owner of the land 
to which the deed relates, All land in 
China is supposed to helong to the Em- 
peror ; his delegates certify that a foreigner 
has become the rentor in perpetuity of a 
particular lot of Iand named in the deed. 
The foreigner has acquired it from the 
fountain head and unless there is fraud 
alleged we cannot go behind it, and Tam 
uot sure that even the allegation of fraud 
would entitle this Court to go into the 
title of the Chinese owner. For the pur. 
poses of this suit it is not necessary to go 
into this, because no fraud has been alleged 
or suggested. ‘To hold otherwise would he 
to unsettle the title to every bit of land in 
the Settlement. The Tuotai’s deed must 
be taken as conclusive evidence and we 
cannot go behind it.”” 

Curiously enough, Mr. Phillips quoted 
these very words in a case heard in the 
Court of Consuls s» recon:ly ago as last 
year, and before quoting these words 
he said that he held the Taot deed to 
certain exact and specific lots, and therefore 
it seemed to him that the title of his clients 
to the lot for the time being xt all events, 
was av indefeasible one, and he thereupon 
made the quotation T have just made, pay- 
ing a high tribute to Sir Nicholas Hannen's 
abilities and knowledgo of land tenure in 
Shanghai. 

Mr. Phillips has laid particular emphasis 
upon the fact that the defendants have 
paid no rent, and also upon the fact that: 
no proceedings have been taken before 
this, and uses as an argument the sug 
tion that the plaintiff has only waited until 
the property went up in vaiue before tnk- 
ing proceedings. 

Now it is well known that since 1870 
Property in the district where this land is 
situated has steadily increased in. value, 
and Mr. Phillips’ argument must fall to the 
groum'l, beewuse if the land had gone down 
in value, surely the defendants would have 
heen the very first people to have taken 
proceedings for the balance of money due 
tothem, which it has been incontestably 
proved Mr. Hogg was alway willing to 
pay tothem. Ifa man buys an article 
and bays so much for that article, leaving 
a balance due, that article is always his, 
and the man who sells it to him cannot 
again take it, but his remedy is to bring 
proceedings for the balance due to him. 
‘That is so in this caso, and the defendants 
ate to be greatly’ blamed for not 
having carried out their share of 
the contract in removing the houses and in 
obtaining their money, and keeping ¥ 
Hogg out of his rights, so stopping him 
from earning any money from the land. 
‘They have benefited to a very large extent 
by Mr. Hogs’s lenience, in so far that they 
have paid no rent during this time, and 
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they now actually claim that they never 
sold the land, thus flying in the face of the 
judgment of this Court in 1870. Mr. Hogy 
has produced his title, he has produced tax 
receipts for all the years since 1870, thes 
tax receipts being the official tax receipts 
He has proved that year in and year out he 
hhas several times in exch year endeavoured 
to peaceably obtain the premises. 

‘Mr. Phillips has made the point that hy 
scoupying the land the defendants would 
by any sort of law obtain a title to it. 
‘This cannot be sastained in this Court, and 
I think it cannot be sustained anywhere 
else. There has been no actual, what Mr. 
Phillips styles adverse, possession. There 
certainly has been a refusal t carry ont a 
contract, but there cannot have been any 
adverse possession, breause the defendants 
were constantly kept informed of Mr. 
Hogg’s title, and as land is held in Shanghai 
from the Chinese Government, and is held 
by foreigners, not in the way laud is held 
in other countries, the mere issue of a 
foreign ti-le deed through the Land Ottice 
and stamped by the ‘Tnotai must give an 
indefensible title, the very description 
given by Mr. Phillips in the case Chave 
mentioned. 5 

I feel the Court has taken a suficient 
interest in the evidence which has been 
produced to save me the necessity of 
criticising it. I wish to point out that the 
claim of the defendants cannot be sustained, 
the titles which they endeavour to set up 
baing so opposite to each other. In the one 
case they claim a title hy occupancy, by 
adverse possession, in afiother case by 
having paid the land tax, and in the third 
by denying that the property was sold at 
all, The land tax was paid by them, if paid 
ht all, under most peculiar eireumst ices, 
and it appexred frum the evidence of the 
tipao that the occupants of the land had 
actually gone to the native authoriti 
the city and paid these amounts. 




















‘The 
native xuthorities may have accepted money 
from them, but I most certainly do say 
that what ‘ore called tax receipts by the 


defendants are not valid, and. certainly not 
in order, and can give no title to the land. 

In conclusion I ask the Court to order 
that the defendants do immediately do 
what they were ordered to do by this 
Court many years ago, and in asking for 
this I question whether it would be possible 
for this Court to make any other order than 
this, as it cannot review another magis- 
trate’s decision, and most certainly cannot 
act contrary to a title deed issued, as this 
one has been, regularly, with no sugges- 
tion that it.lias been issued in any but the 
proper manner. 

1. wish in conclusion, however, to repeat 
what Mr. Hogg said at the last hearing, 
that he was, though only as n matter of 
courtesy, prepared to increase the amount 
to be paid to the defendants, to such sum 
as might be satisfactory to the magistrate 
and to the learned assessor. 

‘Mr. Phillips here handed in a quantity 
of envelopes cont » he said, tax 
receipts paid by his clients. 

‘The magistrate said it was a difficult case, 
and reserved judgment. 


E, 0, ARBUTHNOT. ¥. PAN YUEN-CH‘ANG. 


‘This was a disputo as to the ownership 
of a piece of Jand and was last heard on 
tho 2nd June. Mr. E. Nelson (Messrs. 
Stokes and Platt) appeared for the plain- 
tiff and Mr. T. Morgan Phillips (Messrs. 
Drummond, Phillips and White-Cooper) 
For the defendant. Mr. Phitmps summed 
his case up saying plaintiffs had changed 
their ground several times. He claimed the 
two bills of sale put in by plaintiffs were 
irregular, they (plaintifis) would have toshow 
by the very strongest evidence that Pan 
‘Yuen ch'ang signed the title deed. He 
(Mfr. Phillips) had called direct evidence in 
Mr. Chu Yu-chi who hau said that Pan 
Yuen-ch‘ang was never authorised to sell 
the land, and that the land was his; in 
this statement he was supported by the 
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manager. A new bill of sale put in by 
plaintiff in liew of the one dated the 22nd 
year of Kuang Hsii bore the endorsement 
of another vendor, one Sii Chi-chun ; that 
threw suspicion on the plaintiff's ‘title. 
Mr. Phillips alluded to a Shéngko paper 
which had been abstractes from Mr. Chu 
Yu-chi. The Assessor took this statement 
as something of the sort had been said 
before Mr. C. W. Campbell when the 
was first tried. The magistrate under- 
stood it was lost—uot in its place. Mr. 
Phillips said it was lost and tnat was the 
document attached to the bill of sale put 
in by plaintifi—that was his case. A 
title deed had been applied for to the 
Taotai by Messrs. Major Bros. through 
Mr. mill, but Chu had heard that it 
was for his land and had petitioned the 
‘Taotai, upon which the title deed was re- 
fused.’ His clients had been in possession 
since 1881 and as had been proved recei 
ed rent for a number of years and he h 
produced a book where it showed his 
client had paid Tis. 1,000 for the land in 
1881 ; the Shéngko was paid the next year 
in the City. An original bill of sale had 
been put into this Court, but had been 
mistaid. 

‘Mr. Nelson (correcting)—Alleged 
haye been put in. 

‘Mr. Phillips—Alleged to have been put 
in with other documents. He claimed he 
had established his clients’ title to .we land 
as the Shéngko paper was made out in 
Chu’s name and he gave no authority to 
sell the land. ‘The only title plaintiff 
could show to the land was the two perpe- 
tual leases put in. He asked the Court to 
inspect them and decide in favour of his 
clients. 

Mr. Nelson said that when he opened 
the case he intended to prove Mr. Chu’s 
connection with the Pan Yuen-ch‘ang 
Hong. Mr. Nelson claimed that the 
documents put in by his client established, 
his right to this property. He proposed 
to show an absolute title. Mr. Chu had 
been mixed up in land transactions, and 
he drew attention to Mr. Chu’s faint 
recollection of the land. Mr. Chu had not 
produced any books to show that the land 
was for his own use. Mr. Chu showed his 

ility by saying he could not re- 
. Ho asked that Mr. Chu’s 
evidence be disregarded. The manager 
of the Hong had ‘peared in Court say- 
ing he knew everything, but raked up an 
old book and looked at some land situated 
between the Canton Guild and Sinza—a 
tremendous area—for which the Hong 
has paid Tis. 1,000. There was absolutely 
“no proof of this particular land. He asked 
the Court to take into account the wit- 
nesses he bind called—Messrs. Kingsmill, 
Arbuthnot and Mr. Pereira—to show Mr. 
Chu’s connection with the Pan Yuen 
chang Hong; the tax receipts and 
the Shéngko paper were all in_ order 
whereas defendant had none. He de- 
sired defendant to show in his books 
any tax payments. It seemed a most 
extraordinary thing that desendant’s 
Shéngko paper should have been 
stolen and all the receipts disappear mys- 
teriously. He (defendant) shows an entry 
in a book made forty years ago, and says 
“give me the land.” Major Bros., for whom 
‘Mr. Arbuthnot appears, have been in pos- 
session a number of years. He asked for 
judgment in his client’s favour, and that 
‘defendant be restrained from entering on 
the land. 

The Court reserved judgment.

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Magistrate after questioning defendants 
in turn, said that the fangtan handed in by 
Mr. Moore would have to be sent to the 
Taotai, and if it was genuine the land 
would become Mr. Moore's, if it was false 
the defendants would be’ punished for 
swindling and would be made to pay back 
the $50 bargain money. 

Moore mentioned that the building had 
not been stopped. The Assessor told Mr. 
Moore to have it stopped forcibly if 
necessary. 


CHARLES DOADALL AND HL J, SUCHE 
TSIEN LOH-ZE. 

Defendant in this case refused to give 
up claim to certain lands in the Paoshan 
Aistrict alleged to have been purchased by 
William Frederick Lewes, deceased, in 
the year 1882, and held on his bebalf by 
defendant’s husband until his (the hus- 

's) death, 
. E. Nelson (Messrs. Stokes and 
appeared for the plaintiffs, aud Mr. 
jorgan Phillips (Messrs. Dummond, 
rs and White Cooper) for the de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Nelson in opening his case said 
defendant was the widow of the broker, 
‘Tsin Shu-foong, through whom Mr, Lewes 
bought the land. ‘The broker employed a 
man named Yuen Mow-yung to negotiate 
with the country people for the sale of 
this lant, aud he intended to call him to 
we that he bought this land through 
‘Tsien, kuowing he was buying for a 
foreigner. The laud was purchased for 
about $30 per mow. Mr. Nelson men: 
tioned that the bills of sale delivered to 
Mr. Lewes for some of the lots were ficti- 
tious, Certain +ums of money had been 
paid for certain Its and the bills of salo 
made out in Lewes’ name. It was ve 
difficult at that time for foreigners to obtain 
title deeds for land in the Paoshan district. 
Mr. Lewes shortly afterwards died, and 
owing to his representatives being in 
Europe certain delays occurred which were 
increased by reason of Mr. Wainewright’s 
death, A suit was heard in the Mixed 
Court in re this land in 1898 before 
Mr. Chéng, magistrate, and Mr. &. T. 
Williams, American assessor, when the 
magistrate said he would consider the case, 
and give fadgment, but after this it was 
ascertained that the case should hare been 
brought through the British Consulate. 
Tis. 1,495 ad heen paid for the land. De- 
fendant, Mr. Nelson was informed, had 
parted possession with some of this land 
and her claim had been that Mr. Lewes 
presented the money, ‘Tis. 1,495, to her 
husband. In 1896 she called at Johnson, 
Stokes and Master's office and offered to 
refund all the money that bad been paid. 
Mr. Nelson contended what man of busi- 
ness like Mr. Lewes could not give such a 
present to a broker. 

Char Gno-kee was called and said he was 
a lawyer's clerk. He knew Capt. Lewos, 
and also knew his handwriting. Witness 
read a number of counterfoils to a cheque 
book which he said were written by tho 
late Capt. Lewes. Some were payments 
on necount for certain lands in the Paoshan, 
district, made to Chin Su-fong, and some 
as absolute purchase money. ‘The name, 
witness said, was spelt differently in Evg- 
lish, but it meant Tsien Su-foong. Witness 
considered Mr. Lewes a very careful man 
who was not at all likely to make a present 
to a broker of any such sum of money. 
‘Mr. Nelson stated that he had an entry in 
his day book, which was at the office and 
hich he wished to show the Court, relating 
to this purchase, 

Mr. Phillips submitted that was not 
evidenc 

Mr. Nelson said it had been held that an 
entry in a solicitor’s day book was taken as 
strong evidence. 

Mr. Phillips claimed that his objection 
was obvious. 

The Assessorruled that the book could not 
be excluded if Mr, Nelson brought it into 
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Court, He considered that the lawyers 
should assist in the carrying out of justice 
and put in everything which they eoscien- 
tiously thought would assist justies, and, 
he thought that such evidence as this was 
superior to the majority produced in this 
Court. Mr, Ne!sou handed several docu- 
meuts which had been found among Mr. 
Lowes’ papers into Court, and at this stage 
the Court adjourned until next Monday.

A the Mixed Court on Thursday (5th 
inst.) before Mr. Weng (magistrate), audDr.

‘The ringleader was sen- 
tenced to 100 blows and the others to 50 
blows each, all on their hands.—Another 
wan was before the Court, having been 
captured in connection with the stealins: of 
S.in, shells from the Woosung forts. He 
was remanded in custody of the police aud 
ordered to appear when the others were 
called before the Court.—A 'riesha man 
was charged with suddenly stopping in the 
Nanking Road, causing a’riesha close 
hehind him to’ overturn’ and. throw Mrs. 
P. B, Walshe into the road, luckily with- 
out hurt, He was fined $i.—A man and 
wonwn were ebarged, the man with per- 
mitting a woman to ‘smoke opiuin in h's 
opiam shop against the Municipal Regu- 
lations, and the woman with smoking 
there, ' The shopkeeper was fined $5, and 
the woman ordered three days’ impri- 
sonment.— On Friday (6th instant) 
before Mr. Wéng (magistrate), and Mr.

Tae.—From Messrs. Welch, Lewis & Co,’s Circular of 11th instant :— 

Our last “printed” Tea market advices were under date 26th ult. 

The stock of China Congou in London on 3oth June was 6,900,000 Ibs., against 3,700,000 Ibs. at same date 
last year. 

YShrom Hankow we learn that artivals of and crops bad been heavy, 100,000 half-chests having come to hand to 
sth inst, and more were expected, but owing to losses on arrivals and to the difficulty in financing, it was thought 
probable that the 3rd crop would be reduced to a small compass. (Last season the znd crop amounted to 
155,000 half-chests and the 3rd crop to 75,000 half-chests). Russian houses had bought less than usual, but a 
considerable business was passing for shipment to America and England at Taels 9.20 to Taels 1334 a picul short price, 
at which prices the ‘Teas look cheap. 

‘There is also a rumour in Hankow, that the first crop Oanfas and Yung Lao Tungs bought by Shansi men for 
transit overland may be offered again for sale. ‘These amount to some 40,000 chests, ‘The export figures of Black ‘Tea 
to Russia via ‘Tientsin and to Russian Manchuria are worth attention. 

"Brack Tr There has been no rush to sell ‘Teas, but Teamen have been easier to deal with and have allowed 
prices to drop by degrees to a reasonable level. More buyers have been attracted by the value obtainable. Clean 
common Tea has been settled at Taels 14 a picul, but the bulk of the business reported has been between Taels 1634 
and Taels 18 a picul, Duty paid. 

Green Tra.—Valuations on overland samples of new crop Pingsueys have been received from New York, but 
while they show an appreciable rise on sales advised by letter they are based on the uncertain hope of a short Export, and 
these values are not likely to be maintained if supplies equal those of last season. ‘T'he hope of shortage appears to rest 
on financial reasons alone, and these though urgent are not unsurmountable. We place no reliance on rumours of short 
crops at present, and the action of buyers goes far to prevent them. 

Pingsueys—Settlements to date are largely in excess of those to same date last season. Judging from the principal 
buyers the business has been prompted from the home side ; buying has not been general. A’ further advance in prices 
has taken place, and some of the late settlements are 77 to 107, above bottom prices, not allowing for the simultaneous 
rise in Exchange. It is a little difficult in some instances to divide actual purchases from shipments on native account, 
and shipments on native account above market values are often used as a lever against buyers. 

Fychows.—The Teamen’s report on the market is “come one chop, sell’em one chop,” no stocks accumulate and 
‘Teamen are apparently satisfied with the prices realised, which are about on a par with those ruling for similar qualities 
early last season. 

Local Packs and Wenchows receive fair attention at fully opening rates.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 





(From Messrs. Noil, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of Sth July.) 


The position of affairs here is daily growing more serious, and wiless something is doxe quickly to allay the fears of the Natives, 
the exodus that is continuing will soo1 spread to the trading classes. Already the Muloo shop keepers, who have an important 
bearing on this trade, are considering the advis bility of closing up and lewing the place, If this should extend whit is thero to 
prevent indentors from quietly leaving likewise for parts unkuowa and repudiating their engagements? They have at present no 
wish to do this, but by the force of circumstarices may be compelled to, therefore steps should be taken at once to prevent its occurence, 
before things come toa c ‘The Chamber of Commerce is naturally the body to attend to this; a mecting of Members should 
he at once convened to devise some means of alleviating the present awkward situation, It has been suggested to us that if some sort 
‘of Insurance system were adopted to indemnify them for losses cunsed in the event of trouble here that the uatives would gladly avail 
themselves of it and not desert the Port, the feasibility of which we think ix worth discussing. 

‘The terrible state of anarehy now prevailing in the North has caused wide speead corsternation. Much of the truth is being with- 
held, and the awful silence concerning the unfortunate community in Pexts@ is ominous in the extreme, It is to be feared that the 
jealous feeling existing amongst the vatious Polwers is responsible for the delay in sending forward an adequate relief force long 
eve this, with the consequence that the Natives are guining coutidence in themselves and daily getting moze formidable. ‘The news that 
the Emperor and Empress Dowager have been done away with, and tie direction of affuirs assumed by a rabid hater of Foreigners, 
though lacking confirmation, is possibly correct, and his led the Viceroys iu Ventral aud Soatheen China to issue « proclam tion xtating 
their intention to keep order in their Provinces, so it is to bz hoped that what fighting there is will be confived to the Nocth. 
What reliance can be placed on this remains to be seen, but they are all mon well acquainted with foreigners aul are fully aware of 
the retribution that would inevitably follow any acts of treachery on theic part. 

Meanwhile business here remains virtnally suspended, the Yves Fos Auction, however, took place this morning as usual, prices 
with few exceptions showing a facther fall. Native interest is still very high, the Banks declining to make any advances so that the 
dealers cannot exceute orders unless they are accompanied by cash, A step inthe right direction was taken hy the Foreign Exchange 
Banks yesterday, who decided to request their Ageuts in Lospos and New York to stop buying drafts against outward shipments nt 
present, in order to delay as much as possible the arrival of goods that the Banks here would be obliged to carry. It was also considered 
that there would be a great strain on the Godown accommod tion here, whereas the gros can be carried much cheaper at home, and 
it is only reasonable that Manufacturers should be askel to be some of the burden. 

If there is nothing to disturb the peace here and at the Yasotsz: Ports, and the dealers can be induced to stay, it is Hhought that 
a certain amount of business will be practicable in about a month's time, but of course that wi'l depend greatly om the action of the 
Native Banks. It is said that yoods to the value of £6,000 000 have Leen looted and destroyed at Taku and Tuzcrsis, which has to 
‘come out of some one’s pocket ! . 

‘The Maxcuesren ninvkot is fortunately doing everything, to asvict the situation here by keeping up prices, | Manufacturers are 
firm, and in the face of a further advance in Cotton to 5.1. have had to raise their quotations. “Ihe Export from Maxcurstrr for June 
of Plaiti Cottons, according to the usual source of our information, comes as 47,000,000 yards, but others have it 37,000,009 yards, which 
‘ve are inclined fo think is;neater the mark, although even that is unexpectedly heavy. Iti said that Dyed Cottons are very moderate, 
Unt Prints excessive. The Yarn shipments were 200 bales to Hoxckoxe an 2,800 bales to Javas, to Suaxcuar nothing. ‘There is no 
news of the New York market which no doubt is also feeling the effect of the rise in Cotton. 

In view of the entire stoppage of trade with the Northern ports, we give on the 3rd page the total re-exports to Cueroo, Treststy 
and Newenwaxe np to the 30th Juve, compared with the same period Last year. Considering that Treststx alone took in 1899 a total 
of upwar.ls of 2,000,000 pieces of Amznicax Sheetings, 518,000 pieces Drills, over a million pieces of Grey Shirtings and 568,000 
pieces White Shirtings, Importers will have some opportunity of guessing what is to become of some of their supplies ! 

‘Stocts.—Importers ate remindel that their returns should bs seut in to the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce before the 
Oth instant. 

Weak holders of Ispiax Yarns continue to force sales, but the 
favourable opportunity for laying in supplies.

PIUCE GOODS.—There is apparently some sort of an enquiry for the neighbouring markets, but buyers have again restricted thei 
rehases to the Auction, where small quantities of a large variety of goods have again been offered. Clearances are decidedly piano t 
‘nder the eixcumstauces, however, the majority of the deaters appear to be fulfilling their engagements fairly satisfactorily. 





Grey Shirtings.—For these goods prices declined at Auction six candarvens for the 44-1hs., and nine candareens for one chop of 7-Ibs. 
Tut were steady to firm for the other two. 8.4.Jbs. went very irregularly, som: of the commoner declining a mace and more, while 
the better mikes show some steadiness. ‘The Hcary Weights did not show any great change one way or the other, while 22-Ibs, 36-inch 
were steady to a mace decline. 











‘White Shirtings.—For 64 reeds prices were all weaker agains, but with one exception the drop was not excessive. ‘There wae
